C . P . H u n t in g t o n S e n d s a L e t t e r t o th e 
H o u s e R a ilr o a d C o m m it t e e . 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
February 
24th. — The 
House Committee on Pacific Railways re­ 
ceived a letter from C. P. Huntington this 
morning. 
In it he calls attention to the 
tact that he was prevented, by reason oi 
intei ruptions, from giving a full answer at 
his last hearing lo the question put as to 
what the Central Pacific Railroad has done 
• oward paving its debt at maturity. 
He. 
therefore, thinks it advisable to make it in 
writing. 
After a resume of the ineffectual 
efforts of the Government and company to 
provide for the debt, he tells how the D i­ 
rectors of the company in 1878 resolved to 
create a sinking mud in their own treasury 
to meet ils debts. 
It is now apparent, he 
says, “ that the m oney could not be made 
to earn 8 per cent , as was anticipated. 
Nevertheless, a considerable fund would 
have accumulated by 1898, more than half 
the entire debt would be paid, and the 
whole would have been settled in the early 
part of the twentieth century, after which 
the whole net earnings w ould have gone to 
the stockholders, so that whether m y as­ 
sertion was right or not. would have made 
but little difference.” 
Continuing, he sa y s: “ The passage of 
the Thurman Act followed, and this, of 
course, puts an end to the com pany’s own 
voluntary efforts, as we could not pay 
money into the United States Treasury 
and also invest it elsewhere. 
Congress 
thus took the matter in its own hands, and 
the result has been to impound a consider­ 
able sum in the LTnited States Treasury 
which ought to have been earning 5 or 6 
per cent., but which has virtually earned 
nothing, as it is to-dav doubtful whether 
as many dollars will be gotten out of the 
fund as have been put into it by the com ­ 
pany. 
Finally, it was impossible for the 
Central 
Pacific Company to repay the 
United States loan and the interest upon it 
and at the same time to take care of its 
first mortage bonds and the interest there­ 
on. within the short space o f three years, 
unless it had control of the traffic of the 
territory it traversed. 
“ W hen it became clear that other com­ 
peting roads to the Pacific coast, more lib­ 
erally aided than Ihe first road, were soon 
to be completed, it was evident that both 
the first mortage and subordinate liens 
must be postponed for a long time. 
For 
reasons which were no doubt satisfactory, 
the Government impaired the carrying ca­ 
pacity of the road and thereby its security 
for the debt. 
This was a matter over 
which the Government liad control and in­ 
quiry. 
It ought not now to seek to make 
that impairment good at the expense of 
the party injured by it, viz., the company.”

Corcoran died this morning at 6:36 o'clock 
He had laid ail night in the satne totally 
unconscious state that be liad be n in for 
the past thirty-six hours, and during which 
tim e the only sign that life was not extinct 
was the slight movement of his chest and 
nostrils with a respiration which grew 
hourly more feeble and rapid as the end 
drew near. 
About C o’clock it became ap­ 
parent that Mr. Corcoran’s life was shorten­ 
ing down to moments, and the ladies of the 
household, his niece, Miss Jones, and his 
granddaughter, Miss Kustis, were quickly 
sum m oned to the room. 
His breathing 
was rapidly becoming almost impercept­ 
ible, aud just as dawn was beginning to 
lighten up the windows of the north­ 
ern room in which he lay he quietly 
breathed his iast, and died without a 
tremor, and apparently without pain. 
Mr. Corcoran’s life was a life of charity 
and good deeds. 
H e founded and m ain­ 
tained the Louise Home, an institution for 
indigent gentlewomen, aud the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art stands as a m onument to his 
devotion to art. 
H e had brought from 
Tunis the remains of John Howard Payne, 
in order that the body of the author of 
" H om “, Sweet H om e,” might not rest in a 
foreign land. 


HIS LIKE AND DEEDS. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
February 24th.—YV. YV. 
Corcoran died this morning at 6:30 o'clock. 
Born at Georgetown, December 27, 1798, he 
laid the basis of his great fortune under the 
firm name of Corcoran it Riggs, bankers, 
by floating Government bonds during the 
Mexican YY’ar. 
H e is best known as a 
public benefactor and philanthropist. 
In 
1S47 he purchased the site of Oak H ill 
Cemetery, Georgetown, expended 
about 
$120,000 in improving it, and presented the 
cemetery to his native town. 
The Corcotan 
Gallery of Art he 
established in 1S57, 
spending 
about 
$300,000 
in fitting it 
up, 
and 
in 
addition 
establishing an 
endowment 
fund 
of 
nearly 
$1,000 000 
for 
its 
benefit, 
and 
transferred 
his 
entire collection of 
paintings, statuary 
and works of art. 
Another of his gifts is 
the Louise Home, founded in memory of 
his wife and intended as a hom e for aged 
women of refinement and education, who. 
by reverses of fortune, have been reduce 
from affiuence to poverty. The building 
cost about $200,000 and has an 
endow­ 
ment fund of about $300 000. 
Corcoran 
also made large gifts to the W ashington 
Orphan Asylum, Columbia University and 
many institutions in the South. 
H e also 
gave $100,000 to the Chnrch of the Ascen­ 
sion of this city. To the University of Vir­ 
ginia he made gifts amounting to $200,000, 
beside a library of about four thousand 
volumes.

A PRISON CELEBRATION. 


H o w t h e C o n v ic t s a t F o ls o m O b s e r v e d 
W a s h in g t o n ’s B ir t h d a y . 
A R e c o r d - U n io n representative was dis­ 
patched to the Folsom State Prison last 
YY’ednesday to attend the celehration held 
by the inmates of the prison in honor and 
commemoration of the Birthday of the 
Father of his country. 
The arrival at the 
prison was made after an hour's ride across 
the valley and into the foothills, on one of 
the loveliest mornings, and over a section 
bright with the verdure of opening spring. 
At the prison everything was in perfect or­ 
der, and the grounds to the eye presented a 
charming 
view. 
The lawns 
are thor­ 
oughly well kept, and are especially beauti­ 
ful after the recent ruins, succeeded by these 
glorious su nsbiny days. There are not many 
flowers in bloom at present, as the plants 
have been recently trimmed up, bnt the 
promise for full floral wealth is seen on 
everv hand. 
The garden presents a most 
pleasing aspect to the eye. 
It is in a min- 
ature valley, surrounded on three sides by 
grass-grown slopes over fifty feet in hight. 
On the eastern slope the gardeners have 
planted various small, low-growing plants 
of different hues in the forms of anchors, 
crosses, Grand Army badges, etc., and 
when the flowers are in full bloom these 
designs will be very handsome, and be a 
very striking feature in the landscape of 
the prison grounds. The drives and walks 
are

smooth and

as cement 
walks, and almost as serviceable. The 
cell 
buildings are well 
kept, and the 
new addition, erected by the prisoners, is 
almost completed. 
The building work of 
the prisoners is admitted to be much 
superior to the original work of the con­ 
tractors that erected the main buildings. 
The courses are inore evenly laid and better 
pointed, and the blocks of granite are more 
uniform in size and fitted much closer to­ 
gether.

TRAVELS IX SOUTRKRX I’ORTIOX 


OF THE REPUBLIC.

San L ets (Mcx.), February 14, 1888. 
It seemed a pity, when so near this grent 
city, to leave th e gulf coast w ithout com 
ing to see it, over the brand-new branch of 
the Mexican 'Central Railroad 
Not that 
San Luis is -o near to Tampico—heiu. 
nearly 300 miles away—bnt the distance 
seems nothing now as oomjiared to the 
wearisome and «langcrotr-- journey l<efore 
the day of railroads. 
Then one was 
■obliged to make more than 100 miles of i 
on horseback, over lonesome and robber- 
infested roads, and l honre by the even less 
comfortable diligencia. 
Sea Luis Potota, capital of the State of 
th e ;une name, is considered one of tiie 
■finest cities in Mexio®, and is destined to 
become th e great railroad center of the 
Republic, as in the -old days it was the 
central station for d-lignirias. 
It was set­ 
tled tw i centuries and a half ago, by proud 
-old S- anish families, and to this «lay is 
more essentially < iistilian titan Mexican, 
it ik-s on the eastern side of the great 
plain of Aaahuuc, distant from Mexico 
City ahou; 340 m iles; from JJonterey 270 
miles, and from Zacatecas 100 miles. 
As seen from the south—after the trav­ 
eler has rsoended lite plateen and passed 
the hacienda de Roca»—San Luis presents 
a most beaulifnl appearance. The well- 
sluuicd city is situated in the center of an 
immense level valley, 45 m iles wide, and 
its iiKKimerahle towers cf antique shape 
and scores of domes remind one forcibly of 
Constantinople and other O riental capitals. 
W ithin the girdle of the near-by Sierr; » — 
which to one in San L uts appears un­ 
broken—are several small villages and 
pueblos. 
The land is well tilled and exceptionally 
fertile, and just now everything is green 
and beautiful. 
But here they have nine 
long months without a drop of rain, and 
■constant irrigation is a necessity—else, un­ 
der the strong rays of the tropic sun, 
nothing would grow hut cacti, snakes and 
chaparral. 
The population of “ San Luis,” as it is 
more commonly called, omitting the un­ 
necessary “ Potosí,” is nut less than 60,000, 
including the suburbs of Tlaxcalla and 
adjoining hamlets. 
Like all Mexican 
cities, the streets are narrow and stony, 
iaid out at right angles, with barred win­ 
dows and high adobe walls. 
It is often 
called “ th e city of churches,” and might 
with equal propriety be called one of 
plazas. 
One’s first impression is, how 
monotonous are the former and, after a 
short stroll about the streets, how beauti­ 
ful are the latter. 
There are more than fifty churches in 
San Luis, many of them splendid models 
of architectural beauty, and others rich in 
historic interest. 
Besides these, and one 
of the most most magnificent cathedrals on 
the continent, there are no less than 
twenty-seven old convents and monasteries, 
some of them covering acres of space. The 
facade between the twin towers of the 
cathedral is adorned with a valuable clock, 
presented to the eitv by the King of 
K 
‘ 


here in San Luis. 
I t was really the Gov­ 
ernment, owning thousands of leagues of 
the richest laude, all the finest mines—in 
short, nearly everything in the country 
that was worth possessing. 
It erected 
hundreds <A useless buildings—huge piles 
of masonry, any one of which would have 
held whole populations of the hungry poor 
who were heavily taxed to support them. 
1 think it was in the year 1872 that,, 
under the plea that these possessions had 
been unjustly accumulated by working on 
the superstitious feelings of the people, 
to whom they rightfully belonged, it was 
decided by the Government to confiscate 
all the real estate of the Church, the con­ 
vents and many of the churches. 
H ard as it seemed in many cases—espe­ 
cially in the banishment of the nuns and 
monks—thrs period was really the begin- 
nt»g of lJexice’s prosperity. j t must, 
indeed, he trying to the fathers of to-day 
to note th e changes which a few shert 
years have wrought. 
The Custom-house 
now occupies one of the churches; others 
are converted into schools and public 
ofiices; in one lumber and oil are stored; a 
swarthy blacksmith forges iron in one that 
is so thick with legend', ami lichens that 
the sooty smoke leaves no stain in the 
gothic notches. 
In one is located a tomb- 
stnne-maker, and the inscriptions lie carves 
seem like so many monuments to its own 
demise. 
In others worldly-minded people 
have mad" their homes, and many of them 
have met with even worse usage, having 
streets cut through their sacred precincts, 
exposing naves and architraves that once 
sounded only to the low footfalls and pray­ 
ers of sad-faced nuns and hooded friars to 
the rude noises of passing traffic. 
Though there are thousands of good 
Catholics yet in Mexico, the priests say that 
neither is attendance nor revenue nearly 
so large as in the old days of compulsory 
church-going; and they do not hesitate to 
declare 
that 
consequently 
the whole 
country is rushing to ruin. To Americans 
the people still seem marvelously devout. 
On passing a church door the peon immedi­ 
ately removes his h at and crosses himself 
with reverence ; and repeats the perform­ 
ance always when the noon-bells ring, as 
do all within the sound of the same, while 
many kneel. This is the rule for the poor 
and ignorant—somehow riches and edu­ 
cation seems to modify one’s religion won­ 
derfully in this country. 
Not long ago, in 
Leon—the sacred city in Mexico, with a 
population of 150,000—tiie priest told some 
Mexican ladies, who happened to come in 
during mass, to “take off those ungodly hats 
or leave the church.” 
This was just before 
the railroad had reached th at place. There 
is a great change now—and not by any 
means for the better, so far as picturesque­ 
ness is concerned—for ugly American hats 
;ind bonnets have become more common on 
the streets than the Indian reboso and 
graceful Spanish mantilla. 
Although the Plaza del Colegio is much 
more beautiful, and the l ’laza de Armas 
equally so and central, yet the Alameda 
is the fashionable resort of San Luis, 
especially on Sundays. 
There are two 
market plazas of importance, in which 
strange sights are encountered at every 
step ; twenty others for business or pleas­ 
ure, most of them hearing the name of some 
saint. 
For exam ple: there is the l’laza of 
San Juan de I)ios (“Saint John of God;”) 
and, stranger still, th at hearing the name 
of the gentle Virgin Mary is devoted to 
the brutal sports of the bull-ring. 
San Luis Potosí is too great a city to do 
justice in one short letter—we must reserve 
the remainder of its attractions for another 
w eek.

Egyptian

A lpine bights, which the tourist obtains 
by ascending one of these towers, is worth 
coming all the way to Mexico. This grand 
cathedral is said to equal that in the City 
of Mexico, and, like the rest of its kind, is 
elaborately carved and sculptured without 
and within with walls and buttresses of 
surprising thickness. 
It contains untoid 
wealth in the way of old paintings, rich 
vestments and jeweled adornments, and has 
more than a dozen bells, large and small, 
which at all hours of the day are rung in 
a deafening m anner by means of short 
ropes tied to their clappers. 
There is a pretty legend connected with 
<>ne of those lu lls, which I believe was the 
gift of a former Emperor of France. Many 
years ago it hung in an old French convent, 
and—as a well-condacted bell should do— 
it tolled the passing hours and called the 
jolly fathers to their prayers. 
But one 
memorable morning, although its 
iron 
tongue was swung by lusty arms and struck 
the time-worn rim with all the force that 
could h ; brought to hear—not a sound 
came forth ! Could eyes and ears deceive— 
was everybody gone daft as well as deaf? 
W hen the strongest man in the village 
swayed the rope with all his might, only a 
ghostly, soundless vibration was the result. 
Bo the good people concluded that a devil 
had surely possessed the hell, and called 
upon the Bishop to re-bless it. 
H e did so, 
hut repeated blessings did no good what­ 
ever; and finally the senseless metal was 
solemnly cursed and its tongue removed— 
for by this time strange rumors were afloat, 
that invisible hands caused uncanny tones 
to sound ovei the village at midnight, fill­ 
ing honest folk with terror. 
After years of silence, the French King 
—whether wishing to try change of climate 
u[>on the hell, or to rid himself of as many 
devils as possible—sent the infirm old thing 
to Mexico, presumably with his compli­ 
ments. 
At last it was reining in the tower 
of this cathedra]—overlooking the 
na­ 
tional “Palacio” and the pretty plaza de 
Armas and again rc-blessed. 
Of course its story had preceded it, and 
when a lusty Indian swung its now rusty 
clappers people held their breath to await 
the sound or silence that would follow. 
It 
sounded, to ho sure, ten times as loud as 
an ordinary hell—the first stroke cracked 
the metal from top to l>ottom, and it was 
only an unmusical clash. Strange to sav 
the people take more [«ride and pleasure ii! 
its discordant voice than in all the music 
of their silver chimes; and now, at midday 
and midnight, its hideous racket makes 
unbelievers wish that the curse had never 
been removed. 
At tiie extreme southern end of the city 
is the Sanctuario de Guadalupe, a beauti­ 
ful structure and apparently more modem 
than any of the others, 
ft is approached 
by a pateo, or walk, nearly a mile long, 
shaded by rows of fine trees, and w ith a 
carriage drive on either side. 
Here the 
people throng on all tiesta days, and in the 
early morning scores of lovers stroll along 
the jnseo or ride up and down on horst” 
back, to catch glimpses of their sweet­ 
hearts on the way to matins. 
The soldiers’ 
barracks,

and 
asylum, face this paseo, sandwiched ie- 
tween the one-story adobe houses of the 
poorest classes. 
The Alameda occupies a space of 25 
acres, laid out with walks and Sowers, and 
in every shady nook are seats and foun­ 
tains. 
The whole is surrounded by a wide 
double drive-wav, bordered by rows of 
trees, with pavements for pedestrians l>e- 
tween. 
For three hours during the after­ 
noon of everv Thursday and Sunday, the 
33d M ilitary Band—one of the iiest in 
Mexico—renders excellent music here to 
the assembled beauty and fashion of the 
city, who ride in their carriages, promen­ 
ade. or prance about on horseback. 
Near the Alameda is the old church del 
Carmen, formerly a convent, hut now a sad- 
looking wreck, for a street has been cut 
through the middle of it and the broken 
walls remain mute witnesses to the outrage. 
The main building, however, is still "iii 
good shape and is the largest in San Luis. 
Opposite the postoffiee, across the plaza 
of the same name, is the San Francisco 
convent, in an equally dismembered state. 
Part of it has been converted into facto­ 
ries. a college occupies several acres, and 
but a small portion of it is now used, as 
origii ally intended, for divine worship. 
And so we might go on. enumerating 
churches by the score which still retain 
their old-time grandeur. 
None of them 
are small, an«l numbers are of vast dimen­ 
sions. with finely-ornamented spiral and 
fluted columns, heavily carved fronts and 
beautiful towers and cupolas. 
Every one 
of them has from ten to twenty lie 11s, and 
a wonderful clatter, they make, you may 
be sure, at noonday and during fiestas.

The eilltor of the poultry departm ent of 
the Prairie Farmer has the following con­ 
cerning the value of roost-droppings from 
liens as a fertilizer : 
Director Gocssman, under the head of 
“ Care of lien Manure,” says th at the 
value of hen manure depends not less on 
the care which is bestowed on its keeping 
than on the kind of food the fowls con­ 
sume. 
The excretion of birds, on account 
of their peculiar character, undergoes a 
rapid change, a large amount of ammonia 
is soon formed, which reduces materiallv 
its manurial value in case it is allowed to 
escape. 
A liberal use of plaster, kieserite, 
or good loani, is highly reeommendablefor 
the absorption of the ammonia. 
Th 
safest way to secure the full benefit of the 
droppings is to gather them quite frequent­ 
ly, and to add directly any of the pre­ 
viously-mentioned materials. 
A sandv 
soil is of little use as an absorbent. 
A New York farmer gives his opinion 
in the Sew England Homestead. 
H e savs: 
“ Years ago I came to the conclusion th at 
the droppings of a hen for a year, saved 
and mixed with an equal quantity of 
plaster or gypsum, an«l put into the hills 
of corn, would increase the yield of that 
corn as much as a hen would cat during 
the year.” 
N ext comes the letter from an 
Ohio farmer, who says he allows th at the 
droppings of poultry will, when taken cure 
of so as to preserve their full manurial 
value, pay for all the time devoted to tiie 
care of the fowls, and the rent of the fowl 
house and yards. 
Dr. Dickie’s evidence comes next, and 
it reads tlius: 
“ The most fertile part of 
many farms is that largely occupied by 
poultry. 
It is true that these portions are 
usually near buildings, and seldom utilized 
for growing crops, but when they are so 
used the effects of the poultry droppings 
are plainly observable.” 
The doctor also 
said that he had grown six good crops of 
corn in six years in his poultry yard, the 
only fertilizer used being that deposited 
by the fowls themselves. 
The next piece 
of information comes from a Massachu­ 
setts farmer. 
H e says that he keeps 62 
liens on his farm, and they make two bar­ 
rels of manure in the same time th at eight 
head of cattle are making one cord, and 
the two barrels will grow just as much 
corn as the cord of manure. 
Figuring on 
that basis it appears that the manure from 
eight hens in one year would be as valu­ 
able as that from one cow during the same 
time. 
Finally, I came to the record oí an ex­ 
periment that was made on our farm sev­ 
eral years ago. 
The manure saved in one 
year from the houses where 150 fowls 
roosted was mixed with nearly a ton each 
of plaster and roail dust; this m ixture was 
used for the corn and potato crops, and 
the result was such that neighboring farm­ 
ers declared our home-made fertilizer was 
quite as valuable as the commercial which 
cost, delivered at our station, about $-10 
per ton. 
There! that is all 1 have to say 
about hen manure this time, except to re­ 
mark th at while 1 do not believe the 
poultry droppings will pay the whole cost 
ol keeping the fowls, I do think they will 
at least pay for the time given to the care 
of poultry. 
Anywav it will certainly pay 
any farmer in the East or W est to save and 
use the poultry manure. 


SALT IN THE GARDEN. 
I liirty years’ successful use of salt upon 
all kinds of crops have proved its value to 
me. 
It should not he used on cold, heavy 
or moist soils, and if anyone does he will 
be disappointed in the result, as its tend­ 
ency is to keep the ground cool and moist, 
It will do such soil more harm than good. 
It should not be cast upon very young and 
tender plants of any kind, as it will be 
very sure to kill them. Judgm ent should 
be employed in using so strong an agent. 
I had a triend who heard me recommend 
salt on onion beds, when I strictly tuged 
that it should be «1 ragged or worked in be­ 
fore the seed was sow n; hut forgetting 
what I said, he did not salt until the on­ 
ions were about two inches high, and it 
killed them a ll; hut sowing another crop 
properly it turned out splendidly. 
H ad 
he waited until the tops were as big as a 
large pipe-stem, he might have covered 
the ground an inch dee]» and his onions 
would have done finely. 
Onions should be 
sown on the same ground year after year 
as they continue to improve. 
There are 
yards a hundred years old, and their yield 
would astonish the common grower. 
The 
tops when cut oil should he scattered over 
the ground (do not leave them in lumps,) 
as they make the best food for the growing 
onions; then sow salt, and then put on a 
coat of manure. 
Salt is not much of a 
fertilizer in itself, though plants take up 
as you can tell hv tasting, and liv the stiff­ 
ening and glazing of straw of a plant 
grown in salted ground. 
I think it acts 
upon ami assimilates the gross m atter in 
the soil, so as to make it available food. 
II should be in every garden.—C’or. Lon­ 
don Horticultural Times. 


RAISING CALVES WITHOUT MILK. 
L. A S., St. Jacobs, III., w rites: 
“ In 
Prairie Farmer of February 4th, I see an 
article on feeding calves by hand on 
skimmed milk. 
1 ship all my’ milk to St. 
Louis, and others of your readers doubt­ 
less do the same. 
Wo have no skimmed 
milk, hut would like to raise our calves. 
The past two years 1 raised mine as follows 
aud they are nice and sleek: 
A t three 
days old I take them away from the cow, 
tie them up in a box stall well bedded, 
and give them three quarts newly-drawn 
milk with one tablespoonfnl of oil cake 
meal boiled in one pint of water. 
At two 
weeks old doable the meai and water, add 
one-half-pint shorts or corn meal. 
At 
three weeks gradu allv doublethe oil meal 
until you hare three-quarters of a pint of 
meal, one p in t« f shorts, boiled in one gallon 
of water, hut need no milk. 
Be careful to 
have tem perature lukewarm. 
AlLelianges 
should lie gradual. 
At one month old 
calves will lick some bran. 
Fed this way 
they will all be gentle and a pleasure to 
handle, and will come at your call.” 


GRAFTING GRAPE VINES. 
A grape-grower of Atlantic, Iowa, ac­ 
cording to the I'rairie Farmer, in propagat­ 
ing hard wood varieties of grapes, like the 
Delawares, makes cutting with two or 
three buds, and fastens them with thread 
and wax to two-inch pieces of the roots of 
hardy varieties, like Concord or Ives. The 
roots are taken from the young, thrifty 
vines. 
These grafted cuttings are packed 
in the cellar until spring, and are then 
set out. 
The roots start from the eallused 
portion. 
H e made his cuttings in Decem­ 
ber. 
Those from ordinary vines are tied 
in bundles of 100, with the butts all one 
way. 
These bundles are inverted, put in a 
trench and covered with four inches of 
mellow soil, and the whole covered with a 
mulch of manure, 
in the spring they are 
taken up, soaked twenty-four hours in 
water and stuck in the ground three inches 
apart, in rows three feet apart.

T h« B und l*ut ehafte*. 
The President’s attem pt to throw doubt 
upon the right of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase bonds because the 
authority was given in an appropriation 
bill, and was therefore intended to be 
temporary in its operation, was well met 
by Senator P latt in his second day’s 
speech on the message last week. 
The 
provision authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to apply the surplus money in 
the Treasury to the purchase or redemp­ 
tion of United States bonds is contained i:i 
a section of the sundry’ civil appropriation 
hill ot June 30, 1882. 
I f this is outlawed 
because a part of an annual appropriation 
bill, by so much more, a s 'Senator P latt 
points out, is the provision injected into 
the legislative appropriation bill of 1873 
raising the salary of the President of the 
United States from $25.000 to $50,000 
yearly out of date and void. 
T hat pro­ 
vision is the only legislation which war­ 
rants the President "in drawing $50,000, 
hut it is understood that he does draw it 
from the Treasury regularly and promptly 
in monthly installments. 
It is character­ 
istic of the President’s bull-headed, ignor­ 
ant way of going for things that lie pub- 
lieally challenges the legality of legislation 
contained in appropriation hills without 
considering or konwing that he is thereby 
throwing a doubt on the legality of his 
own action in drawing twice the salary of 
President Lincoln and each of his prede­ 
cessors in the Presidential office.— Phila­ 
delphia Press.

terial best suited to it. 
The Esquimaux 
finds in the blubber of the walrus or the 
seal the strong animal fat, rich in hydro­ 
carbons, which he instinctively craves, be­ 
cause of the system’s need of a strong 
heat-producing diet to enable him to keep 
up bodily tem perature aud thus do battle 
with the rigorous Arctic colds. 
The animal life of the polar region is 
marked by a tendency of the abundant 
formation of fat. 
In the warmer regions 
of the world, ou the contrary, animals pos­ 
sess less 
fat-producing and 
fat-storing 
power, and men lose their appetite for 
animal foods. 
Yet even in the tropics fat 
in some form is a necessity in the food of 
man. 
Corn and wine and oil were ever 
symbols of earthly well-being, not only in 
the promised land of the old Hebrew, but 
to all the races clustering about the sh res 
of the M editerranean. 
And it is the 
vegetable oils that replaced the grosser 
animal fats of the more northern climate-: 
as being better adapted in their dietetic 
uses to the higher temperature. 
The anim al fats, if used to any great ex­ 
tent in the warmer climates, seem to de­ 
velop disease in the human organism, 
it 
took the English colony of India a century 
to find out that the strong meat diet of the 
north used in the climate of India inva­ 
riably produced a diseased liver and death. 
Now that they are learning by experience, 
and adopting the light vegetable diet of 
the natives, they endure the climate much 
better. 
The oil which in southern latitudes lias 
most generally taken the place of the ¡mi- 
mal fats is the oil of the olive. 
It is 
ligiiter and less heat-producing than the 
oils or fat of animal origin, 
it is used in 
cookery, is an ingredient of every salad, 
and, in the shape of pickled fruit, takes 
somewhat the place of meat upon the 
table. 
Us higher nutritive value is shown 
by tiie fact that the laborers of the Riviera 
perform the severest toil upon the diet 
chiefly of black bread and olives. 
One yvIio lias never personally tested the 
olive as an article of food can hardly 
understand its value. 
The writer has fre­ 
quently for days at a time in warm weather 
almost lived upon bread and olives, feeling 
as well nourished as upon a meat diet. 
The culture of the olive seems to be al­ 
most coeval with the races of the Orient. 
Under the shade of its fruit-laden branches 
rested the old patriarchs in the oh! tent of 
Syria. 
It accompanied the Urteeo-Latin 
in his migration along the shores of the 
M editerranean, 
it passed with the Ro­ 
man arms to Gaul and Ilispania, and cross­ 
ing the ocean with the Conquistadores 
adiis its pale-green foliage to the verdure 
of every old mission orchard from Vera 
Cruz to Monterey. 
W henever we find a plant thus accom­ 
panying man for a thousand years in his 
migrations across oceans and continents, it 
is because of a positive utility or food 
value which it is proved to possess for the 
human race. 
Somewhat of the extent of that economic 
food value as estimated by one nation may 
he surmised from the fact that in Italy the 
number of olive trees under cultivation is 
100,000,000, covering 1,000,000 acres. 
It is a safe rule to follow that the foods 
which a people have adopted after inhab- 
ing for generations any especial belt or cli­ 
mate, are the foods best suited to the re­ 
quirements of the system in that clim ate; 
that hack of it is the working of some gen­ 
eral law. 
If, then, for thousands of years the races 
dwelling w ithin this climate belt which 
the Anglo-Teuton is now, for the first 
time in his race’s history, making his home, 
have thus proven the economic food value 
of the olive and its especial adaptability to 
the dietic demands of the climate, lie, if 
lie would accommodate him self to his sur­ 
roundings, would do well to learn a lesson 
from their experience, and test in his di­ 
etary the olive. 
And, indeed, we can al­ 
ready see in the rapidly-m ultiplying olive 
orchards and long rows of barreled olives 
at the groceries, indications th at the les­ 
son is not unheeded. 
But what will be the physical effect upon 
this meat-eating Anglo-Teuton of the iso­ 
therm al of 50 degrees as lie moves south­ 
ward to take up his abode in the isother­ 
mal holt of 60 degrees, and abandons the 
animal diet of his fathers for the olive of 
the Grasoo-Latin ?

“ Now when y m talk of fruit la in at 
home,” sa d J . K. Oriusby, the heaviest 
handler ot California goods in Chicago, if 
not in the Uniteil States, to a reporter yes­ 
terday. 
" Do you know it’s perfectly wonderful 
what a demand there is now for California 
goods. As late a s '72 the entire consump­ 
tion of Pacific coas: iruit ami salmon boih 
did not ex ced 70,000 cases. Now our own 
sales last year to people iu ¡lie United 
States were over 400.000 cases, and the con­ 
sumption of ¡lie United ¡States wcs about 
500.000 cases of salmon, and between 500,­ 
000 aud 600,000 cases ot fruit. 
“ As late as 79 the consumption of Cali­ 
fornia raisins East was less than twenty- 
live carloads. 
In ’87, it is claimed, there 
were 800 cars shipped east of the Rooky 
Mountains, and there probably were be­ 
tween 500 and G00 cars. The value of the 
cars was about the same in 'S7 a3 in ’79— 
say $ 1,51X1 a car—so that while there was 
shipped $37.500 worth in 79, there was 
$ XXI,000 worth in 1887. 
1 know what I am 
alking nb ¡ut, for I bought the first car­ 
load ever shipped East from California. 
" The California raisins have driven the 
Malaga raisins almost entirely out of the 
market. Five years ago the United States 
imported about 1,700,000 boxes of Malaga 
riisins. 
Last year there were not over 
300 000 imported. 
“ More than this, in Malaga a great many 
of the old vineyards have been pulled up, 
and wine grapes substituted. 
"A strange thing has happened in the 
raisin business. It is not three years since 
we were accused—probably truthfully— 
with putting California raisins into Malaga 
boxes, and now we are am ised of putting 
Malaga raisins into California boxes, as was 
done last year. 
” The whirlgig of time brings about his 
revenge in the raisin business, I assure you. 
■' The public taste has changed in favor 
of the California product. .Spain yet pro­ 
duces a few. and very few, raisins better 
than ours, but our average is a great deal 
better. 
Will we ever reach their finest 
products? Just as sure as can be; getting 
better and belter every year. 
Yes, sir; 
pretty soon there won't be any foreign 
raisins sold here at all. 
“ What is the demand generally for Cali­ 
fornia raisins, [teaches, 
pears, apricots, 
prunes and so on ? Glowing, all the time. 
Last year there was a heavier proportionate 
demand than usual, owing to the general 
shortness of the crop East. There will be 
a good demand for California goods this 
year, but not so heavy as last, if the usual 
rule works here, because generally when 
we have a p«)or j ield the one year, we have 
a good one the next. 
“ I want to tell you one thing. It is a'l 
nonsense, this ta li about the flavor of t a - 
ifornia fruit not being as e«ood as that of 
Eastern fruit. I have eaten California fresh 
fruit here year after year, as well as East, 
and I maintain if you bring Eastern fruit 
here, it w« n’t taste any better than yours 
does there, if a= good. 
" I tell Eastern people that right along. 
Fruit has to be picked green in order to 
stand shipment, and, with the possible ex­ 
ception of pears, it don’t taste quite so well 
esst of the Rockies as it does here, but 
there will al wavs ne a heavy dentaud for 
everything California can raise. 
“ Why, California fruits will sell on the 
fruit-stands on their beauty, and the United 
8¡ates can take 1 OX).¡XX) more boxes of Cal­ 
ifornia raisins than the Slate has yet pro­ 
duced. As for olives, too. we can east of 
the Rocky Mountains eat all California can 
produce. 
Therefore. I say to the fruit­ 
growers of this State, go in and raise all 
you can. The people will buy what you

K ingsburg is in Fresno county, on the 
m ain lin e of th e Southern Pacific R a il­ 
road, 227 m iles south of San Francisco 
ami 255 m iles norlh of Los Angeles. 
It has 
a population of about 400 and is grow ing 
rapidly, th e past season’s grow th being 
m ore th an three tim es greater th an th a t 
of th e previous ten years. 
A t th e pres­ 
ent tim e more than a dozen new residences 
are in the course of construction, and 
lum ber is ordered for eight others, w hich 
will be commenced as soon as th e m aterial 
comes to hand. 


T H E CLIMATE. 
T he clim ate is essentially C alifornian. 
T he son shines the greater portion of the 
year, hut during th e w inter or rainy season 
there are days m ore or less cloudy and 
rain som etim es falls two or three days in 
succession. 
Frosts som etim es occur, per­ 
haps a dozen or so in a w inter. 
T he cold­ 
est ever known here was last m onth, the 
m ercury goiug 14° below th e freezing 
p oint,or as low as lü ° above zero. 
T he cold­ 
est ever known before was th irty -fo u r years 
ago, w hen in Jan u ary , 1854, it got down to 
111° above. 
Hut these were exceptional 
instances, and th e m ercury will not reach 
2'!° aliove an average of three tim es a year 
in a scries of tw enty years. 
H ere th e 


MEAN ANNUAL TEM PERATURE 
O f the coldest w inter m onth and hottest 
sum m er m onth varies less th an 20°. 
In 
th e hottest days of sum m er th e n ights are 
alw ays cool, and insure a good n ig h t’s rest. 
T he most disagreeable w eather known 
here is when, during the dry season, the 
w ind fills the air with dust and sand ; hut 
as these storm s are of seldom occurrence 
and only of a lew hours’ duration, th ey are 
scarcely w orthy of m ention. 
T h ere are 
no hurricanes or cyclones, the w ind never 
attain in g su c h a velocity as to destroy the 
flimsiest structures. 


SOIL AND PRODUCTIONS. 
T he soil is alluvial, w ith a d epth of 
from seven to tw enty feet, th e surface of 
w hich slopes tow ards K ings river, one and 
one-half m iles to the south of th e town, 
th e grade being about six feet to th e mile, 
thus affording most excellent drainage fa­ 
cilities. 
L arge fields are annually sown to 
w heat and barley, th e exceeding fertility 
of the soil insuring large yields, and on 
the “ G ra n t” are pastured immense herds 
of cattle and hogs. 
B ut 


T H E W EALTH OF T H E COUNTRY 
Is in the fruit-producing power of the 
soil, and th e raising of cereals m ust give 
way to horticulture, the returns from 
w hich w arrant the valuations at which 
th e lands are held. 
W heat yields from 
ten to forty bushels ]>er acre, according 
to 
th e 
season, and, taken one season 
w ith another, will average 22J bushels to 
th e .-''To. 
T h is past season, w hich was not 
a go^I w heat year, C. M. Shannon, living 
four m iles northeast of town, had a field of 
sum m er fallow th at yielded 34 bushels to 
the a c re ; Lem uel H arp , one m ile north of 
town, harvested 100 acres of winter-sown 
barley last 6eason, 
20 acres of w hich 
yielded 40 bushels and th e balance 30 
bushels to th e a c re ; ( ’on rad M eyers, nine 
m iles north, harvested a field of sum m er 
fallow w heat last year th a t yielded 52 
bushels to the acre, but th at was an excep­ 
tional crop. 
EGYPTIAN CORN. 
T h is is planted the same as other com, 
hut requires no 
cultivation. 
I t yields 
from tw enty to fifty bushels to the acre, 
th e crop being gathered by cutting ofT the 
tops, w hich look like broom com , but 
w hich are stacked and thrashed like w heat. 
T he “ corn ” ranges from five to ten cents 
more per hundred in the m arket th an bar­ 
ley, and is considered th e best feed known 
for horses, cows and hogs. 
T he favorite 
way of feeding is to have it m ixed and 
ground w ith barley, about one sack of th e 
corn to three of barley. 


ALFALFA. 
A nother not 
inconsiderable source of 
revenue to th e farm ers of th is locality are 
th e fields of alfalfa, w hich 
yield 
an 
average of four crops per year, aggregat­ 
ing nine tons to the acre, th e price of 
which is never less th an $6 per ton and 
often as high as $10 and $12. 
T he land 
is irrigated after each cutting, th e expense 
of irrigating and harvesting each crop 
am ounting to $2 per acre. 
Lem uel H arp 
has eig h t acres sown nine years ago and in 
b etter condition now th an ever, th a t for 
eight years has averaged eight tons to the 
acre, a net income of over $40 ]>er acre. 
And in th is country there is not one acre 
in tw enty th a t is not first-class alfalfa 
land. 
VINES AND RAISINS. 
But while th e yield of th e cereals is im ­ 
mense, th e rich sandy soil is peculiarly 
adapted to the perfect culture of th e vine, 
and th is section is surely destined to he 
the greatest raisin-producing region of the 
world. 
T he roots are planted in rows, ten 
feet each way, and come into bearing the 
th ird year alter planting, when th e yield 
is such as to ju st about cover all expenses 
of culture up to th a t tim e. 
T he fourth 
year th e vines come into full bearing and 
produce 
AN AVERAGE YIELD 
O f three tons to th e acre. 
These are 
picked and dried on trays in th e field. 
W hen sufficiently dried they are gathered 
in w hat are called “ sweat-boxes,” holding 
from th irty to fifty jaiunds each, and in 
th is condition m arketed to th e packing­ 
houses at a price ranging from 31 to 51 
cents per pound. 
A ton of green grapes 
will average about 500 pounds of raisins, 
or 1,500 ]>ounds to th e acre. 
These aver­ 
ages 
and 
prices are 
certainly w ithin 
bounds, our inform ant, M r. H arp, express­ 
ing him self as believing in stating every­ 
thing at a m inim um and calling it an 
average rath er th an be charged w ith ex­ 
aggeration. 
To show w hat is possible, we 
instance th e yield from the field of P ro­ 
fessor Braly, ex-President of the Bank of 
K rt-no, wherein eighty acres yielded 
TWELVE TONS OF GREEN GRAPES 
T o th e acre. 
These in the “ sweat bo x ” 
s e n t four tons to the acre and sold for 41 
cents per {>ound. 
T he principal varieties 
cultivated are the muscat, m uscatelli and 
seedless ¡Sultana. 
A few, hut not many, 
wine grapes are raised, th e favorite being 
th e Ziufandel. 


APRICOTS AND PE.VCIIlX

Probably th e best way of getting a t the 
cost of starlin g a vineyard will be to 
give th e rates charged by the local nu r­ 
serym an, F. I). Rosendahl, who furnishes 
th e vines, plows and levels th e ground, 
plants, irrigates and cultivates th e vines 
for one year for non-resident owners, for 
$13 per acre. 
T he cost, of course, is much 
less when a m an can perform his own labor. ¡ 


T IIE TOWN OF KINGSUURG. 
K ingsburg has a Board of Trade, com- 
jiosed of th e principal business men of the 
town, ol w hich A. A. Sm ith is President 
and IV. I!. Good Secretary. 
T here is in 
course of erection a line brick hotel build­ 
ing, th e contract price o f w hich is $16,000. 
T his is built by a corporation, th e stock of 
which was subscribed in the town— a fact 
in 
itself 
w hich 
testifies 
to the con­ 
fidence the com m unity h a re in its future 
prosperity. 
T here are besides th is three 
other hotel.,—th e A xtell House, P. W.

T here are three church organizations and 
three secret order societies.

R o m a n .M ining T o o ls 1 ,6 0 0 W a r s O ld . 
H aving seen m any B >mnn w orkings and 
rem ains during professional visits to E u ­ 
ropean m ining districts, says P h ilip A rgali, 
I was very much interested in the descrip­ 
tion of th e old R om an wheel of the Rio 
T into mines, in a recent issue of The E n ­ 
gineering and M ining Journal, of 31st De­ 
cember, 1887. 
Last spring I visited som e of the princi­ 
pal silver lead m ines of central France. 
T radition stated many of them had been 
worked by the Romans, and some by the 
English of th e 13th century. 
About eighty kilom eters from Alby, the 
capital of beautiful and rom antic T arn, a 
m ine has recently been opened, now called 
Dadaw m ine. 
One of th e lodes was dis­ 
covered to have been worked extensively 
by th e Rom ans. 
T he m anagem ent had all 
the finds of tools, pottery, etc., carefully 
preserved, w hile th e coins were sent to 
Paris and exam ined by experts, who re- 
]>orted them to belong to the following 
reigns: 
A ugustus, B. C. 24 ; Nero, A. D. 
54 to 68 ; I 'om itían, A. D . 81 to 96; A nto­ 
ninus Pius, A. I>. 138 to 161; G ordian, A. 
I >. 238 to 244; M axim ian, A. D. 310; G al- 
lienus, 253 to 2 6 8 ; Constantine, 306 to 361. 
From th e foregoing it would appear th a t 
the D adaw m ines were w orked by th e R o­ 
m ans 1900 years ago, and they conducted 
m ining there for nearly 400 years. 
A t the 
tim e of m y visit three large blocks of a r­ 
gentiferous galena had ju st been extracted 
from a recent strike on the “ old Roman 
lode;’’ they were intended for display at 
th e Toulouse Exposition. 
I had some of 
the 
m ore 
interesting 
R om an rem ains 
grouped on these stones and took a photo­ 
graph of them . 
T here was an oak shovel 
alm ost perfect, th e handles and p art of the 
blades of two other oak shovels; coins 
fixed in a b o a rd ; a vase, a gourd-shaped 
piece of oak used for bailing water, and 
two other pieces of decayed oak. 
T he 
iron pick surm ounting th e whole was 
found w ith some of th e remains, but is 
evidently of more recent date. 
T h e oak 
tools were m ostly decayed on the outside; 
the hearts, however, were in every case 
perfectly sound. 


Inco m ing S e t t l e r s— 5V. C. Land, who 
for six years past has been interested, in 
Arizona, w ith Dr. Perin. H ugh Tevis and 
other San Francisco m en in the cattle busi­ 
ness, returned yesterday from the south.

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An increasing degree of attention is be­ 
ing given to u nearthing th e rem ains of 
ancient cities. 
T he resulfs derived from 
these excavations are doing m uch to con­ 
firm th e tru th s o f recorded history and 
not unfrequently furnish new additions to 
facts and events previously known. 
T he 
statem ent th a t th e Italian G overnm ent 
has decided to appropriate money for the 
excavation o f the buried city of Sybaris 
w ill be received w ith pleasure by every 
one who rememliers the valuable results 
w hich followed upon th e unearthing of 
Pom peii. 
F or Pom peii was after all hut a 
village as com pared w ith Sybaris. 
M ak­ 
ing all due allowances for th e exaggera­ 
tion of ancient w riters, says an exchange, 
th e latter citv was undoubtedly one of the 
w ealthiest and most luxurious of which we 
have any record in th e past. 
W hen th e 
Cortoniun aripv, over 500 years before 
C hrist, vanquished its enervated populace, 
th ey turned th e riv er Crais upon its site 
w ith a view of w iping the town from th e 
face of th e earth. 
F or 2.100 years it has 
lain buried beneath th e silt w hich the 
riv er deposited upon it 
W ith the aid of the A thenians th e sur­ 
vivors some years later founded the town 
of T h u rii near th e place, but from th at 
day no trace of th e buried city has ever 
been discovered. 
Doubtless th e conquer­ 
ors carried off w ith them m any articles of 
golden and silver luxury, but there m ust 
yet rem ain countless art treasures g a th ­ 
ered by a people w ho in th eir day were 
the business m asters of a population num ­ 
bering several m illions. 
T h e fabled beds 
of rose leaves have long since molded 
into dust, but there possibly exists m any 
im perishable m onum ents of th e cunning 
artificers whose skill in eateriug to the 
w ealthy inhabitants has m ade th e nam e of 
Sybarite 
synonym ous 
w ith 
luxurious 
beauty. 


PREHISTORIC CENTRAL AFRICA. 
R uined and buried cities are now known 
to have existed n ear th e central regions of 
A frica, of w hich th e m odern world has 
u n til quite recently had no knowledge 
w hatever. 
T he ruins of very ancient 
cities upon th e seacoast ju st south of Zan­ 
zibar have of late been discovered. 
T he most indubitable evidence has re­ 
cently been found th at more th an 2,000 
years ago there m ust have existed along 
tlie central portion of Eastern A frica a 
people who had advanced to a very high 
degree of civilization. 
Some way south of the Zambesi river 
there is a large region extending from the 
sea nearly 400 m iles inland and 300 to 400 
m iles toward th e south, in w hich ruins are 
constantly being discovered, proving th at 
in prehistoric tim es th e country was in ­ 
habited by a civilized people. To-day only 
th e rudest black tribes in h ab it this' land, 
save in a few places w here th e Portuguese 
have established stations. 
T he little bee­ 
hive huts of th e natives are seen among 
massive ruins, betoking a degree of arch i­ 
tectural skill w hich rivals th a t of the 
ancient Aztecs. 
O ur knowledge of these 
ruins are far from perfect. 
O ur earliest 
records of travel and trade on th e East 
A frican coast, extending back to the begin­ 
ning of th e C hristian era, do not m ention 
them . Only in recent years have th e travels 
of .Selous, Erskine, M auch, Baines, M ohr 
and O’N eill revealed to us the m onum ental 
evidence th is country contains. 


T H E COAST TOWN, SOFALA, 
Is shown on all m aps of East Africa. N ear 
th a t town Carl M auch found extensive 
ruins rem arkable for th eir enduring na­ 
ture and strange shapes. 
T here are partly 
ruined walls, still th irty feet high and 
twelve feet wide at the base, b u ilt of sm all 
hewn blocks of granite. 
In these walls, 
sometimes fifteen or tw enty feet from the 
ground, are embedded one end of blocks of 
stone eighteen to tw enty feet long, which 
were evidently used to support galleries. 
H ere and there, built in th e walls or stand­ 
ing by themselves, are round stone towers 
w hich evidently rose to bights of th irty 
to fifty feet. 
S im ilar masses of masonry 
are found as far as 350 m iles inland and a 
little north near th e coast. 
It is not positively known yet who built 
these 
ancient 
structures. 
No 
trained 
archieologist has visited them , and no 
search has yet been m ade for inscriptions, 
though O’N eill says he has no doubt from 
w hat he has recently heard th at there are 
num erous inscriptions 011 


TH E RUINS ABOUT MAXICA. 
All these ruins are surrounded by sur­ 
face gold mines. 
It is believed th a t all 
th is country was occupied some tim e before 
th e C hristian era by a great colony, prob­ 
ably of Plnenician origin, and th a t its chief 
occupation was gold m ining. 
M r. O’N eill says th a t these num erous 
ruins are nearly as well preserved as those 
of ancient Egypt, and better th an those of 
A ssyria. 
Some day,no doubt, they will be 
system atically studied. 
T h eir existence 
shows conclusively th at a large region in 
inner A frica, now given up to savage men 
and wild beasts, was subject m any centuries 
ago to the control of a people who were 
considerably advanced in th e 
arts 
of 
civilization.

LATE 
DISCOVERIES IN 
ANCIENT 
EGYPT. 
V ery im portant discoveries have been 
m ade during th e past year am ong th e ruins 
of th e ancient cities of Egypt. 
T he re­ 
sult of these explorations were recently 
recounted by M. N aville, th e famous dis­ 
coverer of the treasure city of Pithom in 
an address before th e Society of A rts in 
London. 
T he excavations 
at Tel-el-Y ahoodieh 
were designed chiefly to corroborate the 
account given by Josephus of th e construc­ 
tion of a H ebrew tem ple by O nias in the 
tim e of Ptolem y Philom eter and his half 
sister, C leopatra. 
M. X aville’s subsequent 
w ork at Bubastis, w hich was more success­ 
ful, brought to light th e colum ns and 
foundations of th e great tem ple described 
by H erodotus as th e most beautiful in 
Egypt. 
T he ruins here were very ancient, 
columns w ith palm and lotus capitals point­ 
ing as far hack as the tw elfth dynasty. T he 
oldest m onument was a cartouche of Pepi 
I., a l ’haroah of th e sixth dynasty of the 
rem ote pyram id period, and a very large 
num ber of m ost interesting descriptions 
were disclosed. 
O nly one-third of the 
work of tu rn in g the massive blocks of 
stone in th e search for inscriptions was 
done. 
These results, w hile tending to confirm 
th e historical accuracy of Josephus and 
H erodotus ra th er th an to throw light upon 
mooted problem s of th e Pentateuch, are of 
th e highest archaeological im portance, and 
am ply justify the recent appeals of th e 
E gypt E xploration Society for financial 
aid in prosecuting the work.

10th.— T he 
new State- Souse of T exas is one of th e 
finest red g ran ite buildings in th e world. 
It is now about com pleted, the foundation 
having been laid in 1884. 
T h e builders 
«ere a syndicate composed o f th e Messrs. 
Farw ell, of Chicago, and others. 
T he 
compensation 011 the p art of th e S tate of 
Texas was 3,000,090 acres of land situated 
in th e “ P anhandle,” and including nine 
counties, sufficient of them selves to form a 
new S tate th e size of Connecticut. 
I t is 
estim ated th e syndicate has ex pendes 1 in 
th e construction of th e building, from first 
to last, about $4,000,000. 
D uring th e last 
year some 300 m en have been constantly 
em ployed on th e building. 
A t one tim e 
tiiere were 2,000 persons engaged in vari­ 
ous parts of th e world m anufacturing m a­ 
terial or preparing it for different portions 
of the edifice. 
T he new State-house is situated on an 
em inence near the center of th e city of 
A ustin. 
It commands a m agnificent view 
of the scenery up and down the Colorado 
riv er for fifteen miles. 
Patches of prairie 
appear to th e southwest, low m ountains 
and cedar-crowned hills rise in th e blue 
distance in th e west. 
In the foreground 
th e tortuous Colorado runs like a thread of 
silver. 
A t th e feet of th e observer lies th e 
city, « itb its palatial residences and num er­ 
ous public buildings. 
T he n ative red granite, of w hich th e 
T exas Capitol is constructed, was procured 
from th e g ranite m ountain in 
B urnet 
county, seventy-five m iles 
distant, and 
transported by rail, and pronounced by ex­ 
perts equal to th e famous red g ran ite of 
Scotland. 
T he style of th e ne«- State-house ap­ 
proxim ates th e Doric. Its form approaches 
the G reek cross, w ith a rotunda and dome 
at the intersections of the corridors. 
Its 
front n orth is 562 feet long from east to 
west, 287 feet deep from no rth to south, 
and covers two and one-fourth acres of 
ground. 
T he ex terio r is constructed of rough 
granite blocks, laid lengthw ise, but all the 
m argins are beautifully dressed, including 
th e window sills and th eir bases. 
T h ere is 
considerable rock face work distributed 
throughout th e second and th ird stories, 
and a stately feature in these is th e finely- 
dressed pilistcrs, w hich, to th e num ber of 
176, extend the whole length of th e stories. 
T he h ig h t of the basem ent is 11 feet 6 
inches, first story 22 feet, second 21 feet, 
third 20 feet and fourth 19 feet. 
T h e h ig h t of th e first colonnade around 
the base of th e dome above th e roof is 126 
fe e t; second colonnade above, 162 fe e t; to 
th e colonnades around th e lantern, 217 
fe e t; to tiie base of th e bronze statue of 
Liberty, surm ounting th e lantern, 285 feet 
— the hig h t of th e statue itself being 12 
feet. 
T he large glass star on th e top of 
the statue is 311 feet above th e base line of 
th e building, and 376 feet above th e level 
of Congress avenue leading up to th e 
Capitol. 
The basem ent 
comprises 
sixty-three 
rooms, in w hich th e records of the State 
and other things w ill be stored, and may 
serve as dungeons or a hostile w hen the 
U nited 
States— or T exas—five hundred 
hundred years from now shall be a despotic 
m onarchy, perhaps. 
T he executive offi­ 
ces, G overnor’s room, etc., are on th e first 
floor; the second is set apart for th e Leg­ 
islative and th e th ird for the Ju d iciary de­ 
partm ents of the State G overnm ent. 
T he dim ensions and appearance o f the 
two great halls of the interior— the Senate 
cham ber and H all of R epresentatives—are 
in keeping w ith the grandeur of th e ex­ 
terior of the edifice. 
T he la tte r is 94x96 
feet and the form er '.14x70. 
Both these 
great halls are open through to th e ceiling 
of the second floor above, com pletely en­ 
circled w ith galleries. 
T he ceilings are of 
cut, stained plate glass, above which are 
th e immense skylights of th e roof above. 
1 wo tiers of window's also furnish natural 
light from the north and south. 
T he 
m agnificenceóf th e Senate and R epresent­ 
ative cham bers is not less im pressive than 
th at of th e great rotunda, sixty-five feet in 
diam eter, and encircled by a balcony five 
feet deep, connected w ith th e second, th ird 
and fourth floors. 
T he ren ter of th e ro­ 
tunda on th e first floor is of heavy plate 
glass, to adm it light to th e spaces below. 
T he State library is 68x124 feet, and, like 
the Legislative cham bers, well lighted. 
All th e broad and 
stable corridors 
throughout the building are laid in en­ 
caustic tiling of various patterns and a t­ 
tractive designs. 
Each of th e oflices on 
th e first lloor has a large fire-proof vault 
for records, and the S tate T reasurer’s office 
also has a trem endous chrom e steel money 
vault. 
T he two grand stairw ays are sit­ 
uated on both sides of th e rotunda, near its 
east and west entrances to the long corri­ 
dors th a t run th e full length of the first 
floor, and these grand stairw ays ascend to 
th e second floor near th e entrance to the 
vestibules leading into th e Senate Cham ­ 
ber in th e east flank and the H ouse of 
R epresentatives in th e west flank of the 
building, w hile th e entire north projection 
of th e library and a large portion of the 
south projection are taken up by the Gov­ 
ernor’s public reception-room s. 
A distinctive feature of th e entrance 
facing the south is th e trium phal arch 
th at spans th is entrance at a h ig h t of 
seventy-tw o feet, underneath which, in the 
vestibule of the first lloor supporting th e 
granite balcony, stands two m agnificent 
colum ns. 
In strik in g contrast w ith this 
ornate entrance on th e opposite or north 
side of the building is the massive portico 
which dignifies th a t side of th e Capitol. 
T he exterior of th e Capitol possesses a 
grandeur belonging to no building of the 
same kind outside of W ashington or A l­ 
bany, N . A'. 
It has th e advantage even of 
those C apitols in the rom antic scenery by 
which it is surrounded and th e magnificent 
situation. 
T here is no Capitol dome in 
the U nited States th a t commands a lovelier 
view in all directions th an th at of th e new 
granite Capitol of th e State of Texas. 
T here are in th e entire C apitol <,f th e 
State of Texas 260 rooms, halis, and other 
apartm ents. 
T he dome of th e Texas Capitol surpasses 
in h ig h t th a t of any Capitol building in 
Am erica. 
T here is a stairw ay leading 
from the fourth story to th e exterior of th e 
dome, from which is had one of th e most 
m agnificent and enchanting of landscape 
views. 
T here are but two Capitol build­ 
ings in the U nited States th an can com­ 
pare w ith this imm ense pile of Texas gran­ 
ite— th e Capitols at W ashington and A l­ 
bany. 
T h e new Capitol is to be dedicated M ay 
14th to 19th, and G overnor Ross has al­ 
ready sent out invitations to leading and 
distinguished people all over th e U nited 
States to be present.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 
MENTS. 
AHEND- 


The House Judiciary Committee has 
reported in favor of amending the Consti­ 
tution of the United States, go us to declare 
that polygamy shall not exist or lie lawful 
in the Cnited States, or in any place sub­ 
ject to their jurisdiction; that polygamy 
shall consist in the marriage relations by 
contract, or in fact, existing at the same 
time between one person of either sex and 
more thau one person of the other sex : 
that Congress shall have power, concurrent 
with the several States, to enforce this Act. 
There i- no conceivable reason why these 
amendments should not 'oe submitted and 
adopted. They would, as part of the con­ 
stitutional law of the land, put at rest for­ 
ever all the chatter about controlling po­ 
lygamy in Utah, and prevent crime and 
immorality of the polygamous order taking 
refuge behind religious privilege. 
The proposed amendments ought to l>e 
accompanied by another and distinct prop­ 
osition—that Congress shall have authority 
to pass marriage and divorce laws for uni­ 
form application throughout the republic. 
(If course such a suggestion is met with 
the cry of “ invasion of State rights.” But 
what right of the citizen is more sacredly 
guarded because Legislatures pass mar­ 
riage and divorce laws, instead of Con­ 
gress ? The theory of the republic in­ 
volves reciprocity between the States, 
and recognition by each State of the laws 
and judicial decrees of the others. 
This theory is defeated by the fact of con­ 
flicting marriage and divorce laws, by 
which one ran be the lawful husband of 
several wives, by marrying in one State 
and removing to another, and repeating 
the process. So, too, one may 1* freed 
from marital bonds by decrees in one State 
which other States will refuse to recognize 
as of any validity whatever. W hat harm 
can come from abandoning all the complex­ 
ity of the present and adopting, through 
Congress, a uniform system concerning the 
domestic relation of marriage, and a uni­ 
form rule for the severance of the bonds of 
matrimony ? It is replied, perhaps, that 
it is dangerous tor to yield up to the Fed­ 
eral Government even the least rights re­ 
served to the States, lteeause each conces­ 
sion makes it so much the easier to sur­ 
render another, and thus we may go on, 
step by step, to eventual complete central­ 
ization, and the loss of all State character. 
PBüt there is no logical force in this objec­ 
tion : it amounts only to nervous fear, un­ 
warranted by any experience of the past 
or evidences of the present, and not jc 'i- 
fied by any possible evil in the proposi '.on 
made. It ought to be sufficient to ju<’ge 
all thing* of this character on their merits. 
“ Is it desirable that the conflicts and ci :.- 
tcntion- due to the attrition of State laws 
concerning marriage should be eliminated 
from our system?” “ Yes." “ Is it desir­ 
able that marriage in one State should he 
honored and recognized as marriage in .ill 
the S’..to-

the morals of society and the 
itv of the home, and strengthen re­ 
fer matrimony, if the causes for di- 
and the methed of procuring it, are 
the same in all the States: would 
uch a condition of the laws tend to 
check fraud and deceit, outrages upon 
wives, and wrongs u|*m husbands, offenses 
to decency, and corruption at the bar and 
in the Courts?” “ Unquestionably.” How 
then, with all these benefits in view can 
men consistently oppose a measure that 
promises so much of good and that marches 
so directly in the path of progress and to­ 
wards the betterment of social and moral 
conditions ? 
The troth is, that the political fear of 
invasion of State rights is warranted only 
when it is proposed to deprive the State of 
exercise that will in some way weaken the 
guarantees of freedom, and do violence to 
"the social organization. That which most 
conserves popular morals, most insures the 
stability of the Republic. Intelligence 
alone will not keep as a nation. However 
wise and literate we may become, if 
there is moral decay there will be retro­ 
gression and descent in the scale of 
strength and power. The independence 
of States will avail us nothing if they 
foster s..oinl evils, that by uniformity of 
legislation may lie stamped out. Divorce 
is increasing at a fearful rate ; the sacred- 
ness of matrimony—the only safeguard 
and foundation-stone of the family and 
utton the preservation ol w hich the pcr- 
pctuitv of our institution- depend-— i- 
steadily declining bv reason of the ease 
with which it uiav It assumed, and the 
greater facility with which its obligations 
may be laid aside. While we progress in 
wealth, advance in commerce and aug­ 
ment our importance by development of 
our resources, we foster a system that fa­ 
miliarizes us with that which, but a half 
centnrv ago, was a social disgrace, aud not 
tolerable in self-respecting society. 
then, our domestic laws are not 
keeping pace with our commercial and in­ 
dustrial growth, nor moving abreast with 
our intelligence and the light of the age 
so long as we permit the conflict of mar­ 
riage and divorce laws to continue. It 
ought not to lie possible for that to be 
marriage in one section of our common 
country which is adulterous in another; it 
should not be possible that one can have 
legal recognition in one State as a hus­ 
band or wife, that is denied in another 
State. There are but two means through 
which to attain the ends desired. One is 
bv the agreement of all the States u¡>on 
uniform codes defining marriage, and pro­ 
viding causes for divorce and the jTnalties 
attaching thereto; the other, National leg­ 
islation. The latter can be had by agree­ 
ment of three-fourths of all the States; it 


School-book publishing reform—already 
successful in California—promises to pre­ 
vail in one form in Ohio. Here is the 
Cleveland Leader and Herald saying: 
Tlie adoption of the Mon not school-book com­ 
mission bill in the House Thursday by a'.: almost 
unanimous vo»e is a reflection ol jopiilar resent­ 
ment against the corruption and extortions of 
the school book rings. It is a notorious luct that 
school-books arc seldom adopted with any ref­ 
erence to their merit, .and that majorities in 
Roar is of Education an bou-hi up like 
cattle for the service of the book monopolists. 
Dnly r< centlv iu this city the majority of the 
Board, after entering imo a solemn coutract in 
writing lor ail excellent, low-priced series of 
anti-scudicate text-books, repudiated their 
agreement, and readopted a syndicate series 
that had been thrown ont. This was done un­ 
der circumstances justifying the gravest suspi­ 
cions as to the integrily of the majority in the 
Bond. It is also true that the school-books iti 
use are exorbitantly high in price, although they 
should be the cheat» st books published. The 
latest novel or scientific work can be bought for 
less money pur page than scbool-ltooks that have 
run through many editions. The book notes 
are filled with works that in proport ion to a tual 
cost are not half as expensive as school-books. 
The people are taxed enormously in these books 
to create a fund ior the employment ttf " per­ 
suade s” and corrupting membeis of School 
Boards. 
But the Ijtader is in grave doubt con­ 
cerning the wisdom of the policy of pub­ 
lication of the l ooks by the State. It ev­ 
idently has not studied the California 
system, for it declares that State publica­ 
tion should not be undertaken except as a 
last resort. Let the Leader he informed 
that had California made State publication 
a first resort, the people of this State would 
to-day be “ in pocket" several millions of 
dollars, and free from the mortifying re­ 
flection that the schools have been the in­ 
nocent cause for thirty vears of an intol­ 
erable amount of corruption, political 
chicane and barefaced bribery. 
The Monnot bill referred to by our Ohio 
contemporary provides for a Commission 
to receive projtosals for furnishing books 
to every school district, and to select 
therefrom the cheapest anti otherwise most 
desirable. This is but a partial remedy, 
and we doubt if Ohio will find it to be 
worth the trouble, thou h it indicates a 
movement in a right direction. The 
school hook publishers are, mainly, hound 
by solemn obligation in a compact that 
prevents competition between them. It 
hinds the parties to the contract so string­ 
ently that if one of them undersells he is 
punished by a fine of so many dollars per 
1,0110 of population of the place into which, 
by such undercut he introduces his books. 
There is hut one way to defeat the book 
ring and eliminate the book agent from 
politics, and that is for the State itself to 
print the school text-books and furnish 
them to the people at cost. That is what 
California does, and as a result the parents 
of pupils pay now less than one-third the 
amount they were formerly taxed for text- 
Itooks, and are freed front the liability of 
sudden changes, which formerly were 
mostly made to enable the Eastern pub­ 
lishers to make a new’ “round-up” of the 
people’s dollars. The fear of State publi­ 
cation entertained by our Ohio contem­ 
porary is possibly due to the industrious 
circulation at the East of a mass of litera­ 
ture directed against the California sys­ 
tem, and basely misrepresenting it. Our 
Eastern friends should reflect that where 
there is such an onslaught made there 
must be something to assail that is deemed 
worthy of the steel drawn. Tic* truth is, 
California has clipped the wings of school 
book extortion in California, and put the 
book rings completely under her heel. She 
has driven the book agent out of School 
Boards and the Legislature ; she has se­ 
cured uniform text-books to all counties of 
the State ; she has cut loose from an influ­ 
ence that intermeddled with all date leg­ 
islation, bribed right and left, a,.d threat­ 
ened, traded and browbeat until things 
were at such a pass that scarcely any legis­ 
lation could be undertaken that the book 
ring did not develop in its midst. It is no 
wonder, therefore, that the publishers fear 
the example of California will affect other 
States, and hence their diligent efforts in 
all the States manifesting restiveness under 
ring rule, to educate the public thought 
into the belief that State publication is a 
political evil, and in California a dismal 
failure, instead of lteing, a» it is, a com­ 
plete success. 
It may be admitted that the hooks cost 
the State a little more to produce than 
they would to private publishers, and the 
reasons are obvious, especially when it is 
remembered that the State office pays the 
highest wages, and works 
its 
men 
the 
minimum 
number 
of 
hours.

Com­ 
mendatory letters are constantly arriving 
at the Superintendent's office from dis- 
tingui4bd educators, school-book editors 
and educational institutions, warmly ap­ 
proving the California-prepared and 
printed text-books. If our Cleveland con­ 
temporary cares to look into this matter in 
the light of the experience of California, 
it will find that its conclusion is erroneous 
that as low prices can he secured from pri­ 
vate publishers as by a system of State 
publication. It is impossible that such 
rates can he had, unless the publishers 
forego all their profits and print the hooks 
for amusement.

Tiiat was a grimly pitiable scene in Ban 
Francisco on Thursday when the Chinese 
female slaves ordered by the United States 
Court to be returned to China, had to be 
dragged to the steamer hv the officers and 
carried kicking and screaming on board 
the ship. These poor wretches had been 
industriously coached for the occasion, in 
the hope that the officials might be moved 
to pity by these physical demonstra­ 
tions of grief. But it was noticeable that 
their sorrow was unwashed by tears. 
They bellowed dry-eved, and for the very 
good reason that their hearts were not in 
the dramatic spectacle. This is the class 
of people Eastern sentimentalists tell us 
we are jierseeuting by demanding their 
exclusion. Yet, in the same breath, our 
New England friends exclaim against vice 
and the spread of the social evil. They 
do not appear to realize that the most de­ 
based creatures that have ever been in­ 
jected into the social system of America 
are those of the Chinese female slave class. 
They are owned by the cruelest of task­ 
masters, put to the basest of uses and 
in old age disposed of effectually and in­ 
humanely. The deportation of this second 
batch of Chinese who failed to cheat the 
law, will have a good effect in the Chinese 
port.» whence they sailed. The brokers 
aud procurers who sent them out will he 
called upon by the purchasers for return 
of the money paid for the slaves, and the 
consequence will he that the country of 
the “ American devils” will command 
more of respect in China among the class 
that has plotted most to evade the restric­ 
tion Acts. Greater caution will be ob­ 
served in future shipments, and it is just 
possible that they may cease—for a time, 
at least. 


AMERICAN ART TASTES. 
A writer under an assumed came in the 
March number of the Magazine of Art ex­ 
claims with vigor against the flooding of 
the American market with the works of 
the modern French school. 
It is detri­ 
mental, unquestionably to the true art 
taste, but it is a case of supply and de 
mand, and there will be no corrective for 
it hut the industrious cultivation of letter 
tastes. Very much is chargeable, of course, 
to the dealers. French paintings sell well 
because they appeal to the superficial 
judgment and address the eye rather than 
intellect. 
It appears to be a ease of fash­ 
ion too, that proceeds ui<on the theory 
that everything French must be good, be­ 
cause a few great French painters have 
given the world some of its best art ex­ 
amples. The essayist referred to reveals 
another reason why French studio work is 
crowding out our own artists. He says: 
Tite dealer makes a tour of the Parisian 
studios, aud frequently purchases ■* wet ” trom 
the easels of the •• Bohemian” French painter, 
who scnerallr live* from oay to day aud from 
baud to mount, and to procure the common 
net esssrtes of tile, is obliged to sell at once. 
The midd e-mau knowing mis and taking ad­ 
vantage ot it, makes him an offer—‘ mem v 
doivu for everything in the studio, finished or 
unfinished " The arti-t is only too glui to eiose 
with the offer, tor he would Uud great difficulty 
ill dis|»)sittg of this work in his own couutrr. 
Tim- the i ietures are sohl from the studio for a 
trifl-. aud wheu the sketches arrive on the 
American there they are fitted into costly 
fiames ot ext avagant pa tera, with riehly- 
carv d uioldincs nistini,» íure-d of br.iss silver 
and eb tty. of great width, costing probably 
twice or three times the price of the picture;

T h e National Conservatory of Music in 
New York is about to petition Congress to 
appropriate $200,000 for the support of 
that institution, and for which each Sena­ 
tor and Representative is to lie entitled to 
send one pupil to the school. It is claimed 
that the Conservatory gives free musical 
education to citizens of the States, only re­ 
quiring that the beneficiaries shall aid 
others in the same way by the payment 
into a general fund of a fourth of what 
they earn over and above $1,000. The 
Conservatory is a worthy institution 
and ought to be handsomely main­ 
tained, but it will be unwise for Congress 
to make the grant to it. It Ls questiona- 
able if it was ever intended that Congress 
should use the money of the public treas­ 
ury in any charity, or for any purpose not 
clearly attaching to the direct interests of 
Government. The Conservatory of Music 
is not a Government agency, and if 
its claim has virtue, then every private 
institution in the land has equally as 
forcible a case to present to Congress for a 
share of the public funds. 
Congress may 
loan, and has loaned, money and credit for 
works directly beneficial to the Govern­ 
ment, and it has endowed State educa­ 
tional systems, hut when appropriations 
for purely charitable aid and to further 
private enterprise not intimately related 
to the Government itself, have been asked, 
it has Wen deemed a had precedent to 
consent. There is hut one way in which 
the Government can morally justify en­ 
dowment of the Conservatory, and that is 
to adopt it as a national institution. Even 
then the policy of the precedent would be 
one of grave doubt. It would open the 
doOr for expenditure to he limited only by 
the ability of private influence to operate 
upon Congress for its own ends.

right labor had to dictate to employers, he j 
answered that “ as labor resembled Provi- I 
deuce in creating property, it had a right 
to control and manage it.” The truth is 
that the laboring man has been led astray 
by that doctrine constantly. It is not now, 
and never was, true. Thought creates 
seven fold more property than physical 
toil, and whoever studies the progress of 
civilization must be impressed with that 
fact as an irrefutable truth. Mere manual 
labor, uncontrolled and undirected by a 
working brain, will not produce enough 
from the soil, or out of anything related 
to the soil, to subsist the laborer. Not 
only that, but the thought direction is, in 
the vast majority of cases, independent of 
and hack of the laltor. Where the two are 
combined, the highest results are possible, 
and for that reason the American system, 
which provides for the highest education 
of the intelligence, is the best friend of 
labor. 


T he Democratic California ghost rose 
up at the session of the National Demo­ 
cratic Committee and defeated the ambi­ 
tion of San Francisco to have the conven­ 
tion held in that city. It was nothing less 
than the policy of bungling that put John

Letters of Inquiry From AH Parts of the 
W orld. 
Only those who have the privilege of 
looking at the vast correspondence re­ 
ceived daily by the Slate Board of Trade 
asking for information can form any idea 
of the amount of interest that is felt with 
reference to the climate, products and 
prospects of this State by those residing 
in the States east of this. The Board 
has printed 10,000 lithograph maps of 
the State for general circulation, and will 
shortly have climatic maps, showing the 
mean temperatures, printed. 
Among the applications is one written 
by the Librarian of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, who asks for ail or any informa­ 
tion regarding the resources of the State. 
The general Eastern passenger agents of the 
Chicago. Milwaukee and St. Paul, the Chi­ 
cago and Northwestern, the Wabash, the 
Burlington, the Erie and other Eastern 
roads have sent similar requests. In re­ 
sponse the printed pamphlets front every 
county, copies of the recent report of M. M 
Estee’s committee on the need of labor, 
maps, etc., have been sent to each appli­ 
cant.Letters from private sources are innu 
merable. A man from Brandon, Manitoba, 
says he is “froze in,” but as soon as he 
thaws out he will leave for California. A 
New Jersey man is afraid his children will 
starve there and is coming out. An unde­ 
sirable prospective immigrant is the gen­ 
eral Eastern manager of a brass band, who 
is coming from Hastings, Minn , and wants 
to know it there is room enough between 
the Golden Gate and the Sierras to toot his 
horn. A party of Philadelphians, some 
families from Denver, Ceil.; W ooabridge, 
Ontario; Waterloo, N. Y.; Mystic River, 
Conn ; Genda Springs, Ksti.; Lansingburg, 
N. Y ; Oconee, III.; Belle River, Mich.; Hy 
cla, Dak.; Hebron. Ind ; Oitawa. Kan ;

A meeting of the San 
Diego and Elsinore Directors here this 
week was called largely for the purpose of 
arranging local propositions to lay before 
the Southern Pacific officials, as that rosd 
will eventually control the Elsinore road, 
attd has already gone upon its bonds.

T here ate 
tw o sets of rails, together with an outside 
girder of tim bers, to guatd against the pos­ 
sibility of a car o r a locom otive running oil 
in the event o f an accident th at would 
cause the w heels to leave the track. 
T he 
construction train is now ru n n in g across 
the bridge loaded w ith supplies lor the 
com pletion of 
th e 
road to 
the depot 
grounds, w hich are about three m iles from 
the crossing of W ebber creek. 
H undreds 
of our citizens visit the bridge daily to view 
it and w atch th e tram s as they cross and re­ 
cross. 
Those who have ridden across the 
structure say th at there is not a perceptible 
vibration or deflection in the tim bers, ami 
tb at th e bridge is apparently as solid as 
terra lirm a. 
Unless there are delays from

SIGNAL SERVICE. 


BRIEF HISTORY AS TO ITS ORIGIN 


AND GROWTH. 


I n te r e s tin g a m i U s e fu l B r a n c h o f 
G o v e r n m e n t S e r v ic e —T h e S a c r a ­ 
m e n to S ta tio n —I n s tr u m e n ts . 


fBy Sergeant J. A. Barwlek. U. S. Signal Service 
Observer.] 
G eneral A lbert J . Myers, L’nited .States 
A rm y, was th e fath er of th e W eath er D e­ 
partm ent of the Signal Service in the 
U nited States. 
In his annual report for 
the fiscal year ending Ju n e 150. 1871. he 
says concerning th e origin of this serv ice: 
“ O n N ovem ber I, 1870, at 7:35 a .m ., 
W ashington C iiy tim e, th e first system ­ 
atized synchronous m eteoric reports ever 
taken in the U nited States were received 
from th e instrum ents by the Observer-Scr- 
geants of the Signal Service at tw enty- 
four stations, and placed upon the telegraph 
w ires for transm ission. 
W ith th e delivery 
of these reports at W ashington, D. C., and 
a t the o th er cities and posts to w hich it 
had been arranged they should he sent, 
w hich delivery was m ade by 9 a . m., com­ 
menced th e practical w orking of th is d i­ 
vision of th e Signal Service iu th is country. 
“ T he pleasant feeling w ith w hich th e 
service was everyw here recognized, and the 
aid everyw here tendered and rendered the 
office, are known to th e Secretary of W ar. 
On th e first day of report tiic tabular 
bulletin rejiorts were bulletined and fur­ 
nished at tw enty-four cities. 
T he organi­ 
zation and instructions seem to liave been 
sufficiently m inute to guard against acci­ 
dent or error, and the form and plan com­ 
m enced w ith th e first m orning report has 
continued w ithout need of alteration, as 
th a t under w hich th e labor of th e past 
year has been conducted.”

THERMOMETER REA DIM ,s. 
T he therm om eters, dry, wet, m axim um 
and m inim um , are 
placed in a latticed 
sh elter on th e roof (as seen in th e annexed 
cut, near th e front of th e building), the 
bottom raised above th e roof ten feet, and 
facing th e north. 
T his exposure of the 
instrum ents is to prevent as m uch tus pos­ 
sible th e effects of radiation and reflection 
from other objects, as th a t would have a 
tendency to vitiate th e readings. 
T his is 
to obtain an accurate record of th e tem per­ 
ature of th e air. 


THE WET THERMOMETER 
Is th e same as th e dry, w ith th e exception 
th a t it is kept wet by w rapping a piece of 
th in m uslin around th e bulb, and securing 
it there by a th read tied both above and 
below. A hollow piece of w icking is draw n 
over th e m uslin-covered bulb, w ith its 
lower end resting in a cup o f water, eith er 
distilled or ra in water. 
By capillary a t­ 
traction th e w ater ascends th e wicking, 
and kecjis th e bulb of th e therm om eter al­ 
ways m oist; and, as evaporation produces 
cold, the w et therm om eter alw ays reads 
less th an th e dry one, except d uring a very 
dense fog, or an excessive and continuous 
rain-storm , w hen occasionally th e two th er­ 
m om eters w ill read alike, indicating a com­ 
plete saturation of the air in the vii initv 
o f th e instrum ents. 


THE MAXIMUM TEMPERATURE 
O f the day is obtained from a self-register­ 
ing instrum ent, and of course show s the 
highest tem perature reached in th e 24 
hours. 
T he therm om eter used for show­ 
ing th e m axim um has th e bore of the 
tube ju st above th e bulb, som ew hat con­ 
tracted, and w hen th e heat of th e day 
expands the m ercury in th e bulb it forces 
it up and through th is sm aller aperture, 
w hich continues to rise as long as th e 
tem perature increases. 
NYlten th e g reat­ 
est h eat of the day lias been reached, and 
th e a ir grows cooler, th e m ercury in the 
bulb contracts, allow ing all below the 
sm aller portion of th e bore of the tube to 
recede into th e bulb, w hile th e m ercury

num ber o f stations now in operation. 
As 
will be remembered, th e service started 
w ith tw enty-four stations on N ovem ber 1, 
1870, and at th e close of th e fiscal year 
ending J une 30, 1880, G eneral G reely re­ 
ports 452 stations, 100 of w hich send re­ 
ports daily by telegraph. 
It was early seen th a t stations on th e 
Pacific slope would he useful, and they 
were established and reports commenced 
as follow s: 
San 
Francisco, February 2, 
1871; P ortland, Or., and San Diego, Gal., 
Novem ber 1, 1871; Sacram ento, R ed Bluff; 
Los Angeles and V isalia, Ju ly 1, 1877. 
Since th at tim e there has been quite a 
num ber of stations established all along 
the northern Pacific coast, and several in 
California. I t will he seen th a t from theserv- 
iee of giving general w arning of the ap­ 
proach of storm s in 1870 it enlarged in 
scope u n til in 188ti the approach of floods, 
frosts and cold waves we e announced. 
Also forew arnings were given as to the d i­ 
rection from w hich severe gales were to lie 
expected along th e A tlantic coast and the 
G reat Lakes. 
Special reports for th e in ­ 
terests of th e cotton belt region have been 
added and a sea coast telegraph line, a s 
well as other telegraph lines in the T erri­ 
tories. 
T he U nited States Signal Service 
also co-operates w ith more th an tw entv 
State w eather services, and th u s th e in ­ 
creased benefit derived from the Signal 
Service now, as com pared w ith th a t of six ­ 
teen years ago, is extrem ely great and still 
increasing. 


THE SACRAMENTO STATION 
W as opened and telegraphic com m unica­ 
tion w ith W ashington, I). C., commenced 
at 4:35 A. M., Ju ly 1st, 1877, by Sergeant 
R. B. W ntki ns. 
T he office was located in 
th e St. G eorge building, southeast e jrn e r 
of F ourth and J streets. 
Mr. W atkins 
was relieved on A pril lfl, 1879, by Ser­ 
geant M arion M. Sb'kler, who moved the 
office to F ra tt’s block, southeast corner of 
Second and K streets, on N ovem ber 28, 
1879. 
M r. Sickler rem ained in charge of 
the station until M arch 15, 1881, when lie 
was succeeded by Sergeant Jam es A . Bar- 
wick, who has rem ained continuously in 
charge since th at date. 
T he office was 
moved to th e A rcade building, on Second 
street, between J and K , Ju n e 1, 1882, and 
from there to its present location in the 
Lyon & C urtis building, 117 J street, better 
known as th e old M asonic building, and 
w ill in all probability rem ain there u n til a 
place is prepared for its rem oval to th e 
U nited States Postoffiee building, in w hich 
all G overnm ent offices in th e city are to lie 
established. 
It may be stated th at M r. 
Barw ick is also m eteorologist for th e State 
A gricultural Society of C alifornia. 


T H E 
IN STR U M EN TS USED. 
T he 
signal office at Sacram ento 
is 
supplied w ith two m ercurial barom eters, 
two standard or exposed therm om eters, 
two wet, two m axim um , two m inim um 
therm om eters, two anem om eters for ob­ 
taining the velocity of the wind, one self­ 
register for th e anem om eter, two rain 
and one snow gauge— th e 
latter very 
seldom used. 
These instrum ents are all 
earefullv com pared w ith th e standards at 
th e chief signal office, before being sent 
I out to the different Signal Service stations. 
I 
Six observations are taken daily— a t 4, 
i 9 and 11 a . m .: 12 m ., sunset and 7 r . m . 


th at was forced through th is aperture d u r­ 
ing th e day rem ains above i t ; and the 
greatest heat of th e 24 hours is found by 
reading the figures at th e eud of th e col­ 
um n of m ercury fartherest from tiie bulb. 
It is then reset by w hirling it around 
several times. 
T his therm om eter as well 
as the m inim um , is placed in a horizontal 
position. 


THE MINIMUM THERMOMETER 
H as its tube filled w ith alcohol, and in­ 
serted in th is liquid is a sm all glass rod 
about h a lf an inch in length anti a little 
sm aller than th e bore of th e tube. 
T his 
index is imm ersed 
in th e colum n of 
alcohol, hut m ust be brought in contact 
w ith the ex trem ity of the column. 
T he 
capillary adhesion between alcohol and 
glass causes th e 'od to he carried along 
w ith the alcohol w hen the latter contracts 
by cold. 
A fter the lowest tem perature 
has been reached and th e alcohol begins 
to expand from increasing heat, it passes 
jy the little glass rod, leaving it at th at 
jKiiut to w hich th e alcohol carried it. 
To 
find th e lowest tem perature, the figures at 
th e end of this glass rial fartherest from 
th e bulb w ill be noted. 
T his therm om eter 
is reset by raising th e bulb to nearly a 
horizontal position, th u s allow ing th e glass 
index to ru n down to th e end of the 
alcohol. 


THE VELOCITY OF THE WIND 
Is obtained from th e anem om eter, w hich 
consists of four m etallic cups in th e form 
of hem ispheres attached to the two arms, 
crossing each other a t right angles, and are 
suptm rted so as to tu rn freely about a v erti­ 
cal axis. 
These cups, as will be seen in the 
accom panying cut, are placed ujKin the dome 
of th e observatory upon th e rear end of th e 
building. 
W henever these cups m ake 500 
revolutions they register a m ile by elec­ 
tricity upon a prepared sheet of paper in 
the office below, and by this self-register 
th e w ind’s velocity can alw ays lie obtained, 
it being a continuous self-registering in ­ 
strum ent. 
RAIN MEASUREMENT, ETC. 
T he rain and snow gauge, for th e meas­ 
urem ent of th e am ount of precipitation in 
th e shape of fog, dew, snow, rain, hail, 
sleet and frost, is also upon th e roof of the 
building. 
T he direction of the wind is obtained 
from th e large w ind-vaue seen in the cut 
near and to one side of th e observatory on 
th e roof. 
A rod from th is vane extends 
into th e office, and upon th e lower end is 
placed a sm all gilded arrow , and u jio ii th e 
ceiling is painted the eight cardinal points 
of the compass, adjusted to th e true m erid­ 
ian. 
T he direction or point from which 
th e w ind blows is th u s obtained. 
T h is is 
not a self-registering instrum ent, but those 
w hich do register are in use at tin ebief 
Signal office at W ashington and also at a 
few other jioints.

xiv , 14. 
O ur Savior never entered into any argu- ' 
rnent to prove th e im m ortality of t he sou], , 
L ik e th e existence of God, it was an ac­ 
cepted fact. 
H e knew th at th e conviction ; 
and instinct im planted w ithin us, as strong ¡ 
as life itself, and a p a rt of our very m ake, 
up and nature, would la? a stronger p ro o f; 
tlian any m ere argum ent or process of 
reasoning. 
B ut great and tow ering as C hrist stands j 
out upon t he canvas of history, proclaim ­ 
ing to th e world th e prom ise and assurance 
of im m ortality, H e hut voices th e instinct 
of common hum anity. 
From th e days when Adam wandered 
sinless in th e leafy bowers of Eden, down 
to the present moment, im m ortality, now 
fading into grotesque im aginings, then 
flashing into burning convictions, has been 
th e hope and inspiration of m ankind. 
T enderly the E gyptian laid his beloved 
dead in vault and sepulcher, and in con­ 
fidence w aited th e coming of P tah to re­ 
store them to life and happiness. 
T he 
philosophy of the G reeks, even in its most 
ccld and intellectual period, could not 
cloud over nor hide th e golden gate of the 
eternal world from th e seeking souls of the 
sighing m illions, and long before Cicero 
looked 
scornfully 
toward cloud-capped 
Olym pus, saying: 
“ I see no God there, 
bu t only ice and snow." 
Long before Apollo shook his a-gis of 
confusion over the destroying swarms of 
th e 
scourging A ttila, th e G reeks had 
learned to look 
beyond O itherton and 
Olympus, had raised altars to the unknow n 
God, and had touched th e garm ent hem of 
the G reat Jehovah ! 
So also th e rude sea 
kings of th e north, who laughed at storm s 
and sang th eir w arlike songs in the face of 
battling men and furious elem ents, were 
nerved to efforts of grandest valor by the 
priest-draw n picture of 


TH E GORGEOUS WALK ALLA ! 
I t was a grim idea, cradled in the craggy 
north and christened in hum an blood, but 
it expressed th e nobler instincts of the 
hum an soul trying to burst through the 
barriers of b rutality and superstition. 
■So, too. am id the swamps and highlands ; 
am ong th e barbarous and civilized, we find 
the m oving and stirrin g o f this m ighty im ­ 
pulse. In fact, God has not so lowly roofed 
the brain of any race or nation but th at 
the birds of Instinct and fancy m ay nest 
beneath its leaves, and sing sweet songs of 
future peace and joy for earth-tired, weary 
burdened m ortals. 
I t is an instinct w hich 
begins w ith m an, and reaches down to the 
last little grave th at was dug in snow-clad 
W oodlaw n; an instinct as wide as th e uni­ 
verse, and as real and substantial as the 
stars th a t shine in the heavens above us ! 
N ot alone the productj of thought and 
eultivatio 
hut alike hy the civilized and 
savage. 
T he Spaniards found it in th e swamps 
and glades o f sunny Florida, on th e table­ 
lands of M exico, and on P eru ’s m ountain 
slopes. 
Livingston and Stanley found it am id 
th e morasses and jungles of distant A frica 
and interior E gypt— none so low down in 
th e scale o f th ought and feeling as not to 
have dream ed of a life beyond this. 
M an 
cannot d ie ; it is not death to lav aside 
th is throbbing dust— to burst these’ bonds 
and soar aloft to heaven and God. 
E very analogy in nature points to the 
everliving tru th th at death is only a 
change— a thousand phases of 
parallel 
phenom ena in m aterial nature attest and 
evidence m an’s continuity of existence— 
these proofs may noijbe c inclusive,but tlu y 
accum ulate I he evidence. 
T he beetle breaks forth from its filthy 
sepulcher and sports in the fields and road­ 
ways a renewed creature. 
T he silk-worm 
weaves its cocoon and lies down in its 
oblong grave apparently dead, when, lo, 
after a tim e it comes forth a winded m oth, 
g litterin g w ith rainbow colors to sport and 
bask in th e sunshine, to Jive a new life 
and to be a new creature ! 
So, too, from 
th e beautiful springtide th a t bri /s resur­ 
rection and Ufe to th e graves ot th e F"d 
and forest. 
Alan dream s of a life at.d 
resurrection to follow th e low ering of his 
m ortal body beneath th e sod of the grave­ 
yard. 
T he m etam orphosis of th e caterpillar 
into the golden-w inged butterfly is both an 
argum ent anti an analogy. 
T he bodv is 
hut th e chrysalis of th e soul, and the 
sp irit emerges from its east of cocoon into 
th e ethereal a ir and sum m er lig h t of a 
higher existence! 
N or is the change g reater in the case of 
the 
im m ortal 
spirit 
th an when 
th e 
golden-w inged insect rises from its loath­ 
some clod-covered sepulcher. 
In science the indestructibility of m atter 
is one of th e first principles o f scientific 
belief—an atom once created can never he 
destroyed again. 
No power on earth can 
destroyed th e particle of dust th a t is tossed 
by th e w ind or plays in the sunbeams. 
It may change its shape, but never be 
uncreated! 
B ut science goes still farther 
and declares th at not only Ls m atter in ­ 
destructible, hut th a t which we call force 
is also indestructible. 
H eat 
m ay be 
changed into m otion, and m otion’ into 
electricity, and then hack again, but it 
alw ays exists— it rem ains a force forever. 
M an consists of body and mud, of m atter 
and spirit, of m aterial and force. 
In ter­ 
tw ined about each other are these two 
elem ents. 
T hey are separated at death— 
“T he body returns to th e earth as it was,” 
and th e spirit goes— w here? 
T he scrip­ 
tures tell us to 


“ T H E GOD WHO GAVE IT.” 
W e ask of science— where ? 
But she 
replies: “ S p irit force cannot be destroyed.” 
B ut she has no voice to tell us w hither it 
has gone nor the form it has assumed. 
In 
the m aterial world there is no such a thing 
as destruction or annihilation ; things are 
changed, 
transform ations 
abound, 
but 
essences never cease th eir existence. 
Sci­ 
ence tells us th at the force which makes 
m an a living soul is indestructible, ju st as 
the particles w hich m ake up his m aterial 
body. 
Destroy the hum an soul, blot it out 
of existence, and you com m it the only act 
of destruction which takes place in G od’s 
great universe. 
T h in k you th at God has formed th e un­ 
thinking, inanim ate clay of th e m aterial 
universe into g litterin g particles of m atter 
and ordained them to sport and play for­ 
ever, w hile he has created a being, the 
very clim ax of creative skill and wisdom, 
reflecting his own im age in m ental, moral 
and spiritual capabilities, yet doomed th at 
m asterpiece of divine wisdom to go out in 
oblivion and darkness after a m om entary 
existence of sunshine and shadow? 
Does God work in v ain? 
Y et if a sin­ 
gle soul he extinguished in everlasting 
nonentity, so far at least as th at soul is 
concerned, he has w rought in vain and 
created ior nothing. 
God does nothing in 
sjHjrt, nor w ithout a m eaning and pur[iose. 
H e does not so work in the realm of n a­ 
ture, and least of all, would he so work in 
th e higher realm of soul and spirit. Least 
of all, would he create such G od-like na­ 
tures capable of unlim ited grow th and ex- 
pausiou w ithout an adequate and serious 
intention ? 
To m ake us capable of such 
things— to plant such instincts and possi­ 
bilities in our souls oniv to mock and de­

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TEN YEARS DEAD. 


His face wag a striking one. 
Day after 
day as I sat in the public library this face 
was opposite. 
If I raised my eyes from 
my reading he was there, pouring over a 
pile of pamphlets or sitting with dreamy, 
sorrowful face over his forgotton book. 
He was a man of middle age apparently, 
with an air of refinement in his entire per­ 
son. 
His hair was thick and white and 
was pushed hack from a fine sensitive face- 
Hut inore than all there was a look of 
measureless sorrow in every ouivering line. 
He was so silent, so reserved, so intent, in 
the midst of the turmoil of the busy city.- 
th at he had upon me the effect of an ap­ 
parition. 
A mere accident uut us upon 
speaking terms, and as we met from day to 
day lie grew less reserved. One dav as we 
were leaving the library i said : 
“ George, 
1 wish you would tell me your story.” 
A 
spasm of pain crossed his forehead and lie- 
hesitated, hut sympathy in my voice inter­ 
ested him. 
H e said: 
“ 1 will tell you. 
Hut let us go to my room.” 
W hen we reached his room in the hotel, 
1 sat down and waited for him to begin. 
After a silence of some minutes, during 
which he sat with bowed head, this singu­ 
lar man, who s erned more and more 
ghostly to me as I looked at his thin 
hands and face, began in a subdued voice : 
“ I suppose that i have the most rem ark­ 
able as well as the most sorrowful history 
that ever entered your ears. 
I was borit 
and reared upon a farm in the central part 
ot ibis .State. 
I passed the ordinary life 
of the farmer lad, working in summer and 
going to the district school in winter, lead­ 
ing a careless, happy boyhood. 
A t fifteen 
years of age 1 entered the preparatory de­ 
partm ent of a neighboring college. 
Dur­ 
ing vacation I worked on the farm. 
In 
this way I spent six years, graduating, at a 
little past my majority, with credit. 
That 
summer I spent upon the farm working 
busily, till in August I received a note 
from the Principal of the college, saying I 
had been elected to the place of tutor of 
language and literature, 
f strained every 
faculty to get ready for the work the com­ 
ing September.

R a il r o a d D a te s .—The first railroad in 
America, built in 1826, and known as the 
Quincy Railroad, was only two miles long. 
It was designed for carrying granite from 
the quarries of Quincy, Mass., to tide 
water. The ears were drawn by horses. 
The second railway was the Mauch Chunk, 
which with its turnouts and branches, in 
all thirteen miles long, was constructed for 
the transportation of coal from the mines 
of that place to the Lehigh river in 
Pennsylvania 
(1827). 
The Baltimore 
and 
Ohio 
was 
the 
first 
passen­ 
ger 
railway 
in 
America, 
fifteen 
miles 
being opened in 
1830, the cars 
being drawn by horses till the next year, 
when a locomotive was put on the track. 
During the same year (1830) a small 
locomotive, weighing not more that a ton 
was built in Baltimore by Peter Cooper 
(afterward of New York). 
It was the 
first locomotive for railroad purposes ever 
built in America, so great was the enterprise 
throughout the United States from 1832 to 
1837 in the projection and construction of 
railroads that at the end of th at period 
the contemplated lines exceeded in num­ 
ber and aggregate length those of any 
other country.— Railway Newt. 


T h e S te a m b o a t.—The Clermont was 
Fulton's first steamboat. 
As many as six 
steamboats were 
afterwards 
built 
for 
Fulton. The first ixiat of the kind on the 
Mississippi, was the Orleans, in 1811. 
She 
went from Pittsburg to New Orleans in 
fourteen days. 
Eight years later the Sa­ 
vannah, an American steamer, crossed the 
Atlantic from New York, N. Y. 
In this 
vessel both sail and steam were used. The 
arrival of the two first steamers, tiie Sirus 
and the G reat W estern, at New York from 
Liverpool, in 1837, caused a great sensa­ 
tion throughout the country, and when the 
G reat Western took her departure from 
New York a great fleet of vessels decorated 
with flags, filled with passengers and each 
having a hand of music on board, accom­ 
panied her down the bay. The wharves 
were densely crowded with spectators, and 
even the house-tops were covered with 
thousands of persons. Cheers went up from 
the excited people as a parting God-speefl.

TRACHEOTOMY. 


THE 
OPERATION 
PERFORMED 


UPON THE CR jWN PRINCE. 


T h e C lasses o f C ases in W h ic h It 
Is 
R e -o rte d 
To, 
a n d 
Its 
E ffects. 


Dr. Joseph Ransohofl) one of the most 
prominent physicians and surgeons in the 
city, gave a Cincinnati Enquirer reporter a 
description of the operation to which the 
Crown Prince was recently subjected. Said 
the doctor: 
“ Tracheotomy is an operation resorted 
to when from any cause there Ls an ob­ 
struction to the free entrance of air to the 
lungs through the upper part of the air 
passages. 
These air passages consist of a 
tube about four and one half inches in 
length and a little less than an inch in di­ 
ameter. 
The upper part of this eiiannel 
is peculiarly arranged and narrowed ; this 
is called the larynx. 
It is in the larynx 
th at by the vibration of two slender cords 
sounds arc produced. 
The frame-work of 
the trachea or larynx consists of rings of 
cartilage or gristle, clothed upon the in­ 
side by a delicate skin, or mucous mem­ 
brane. 
Since the trachea is of larger cali­ 
ber than the larynx that is above it, the 
difficulty in breathing, which would follow 
an obstruction of any kind in the larynx 
above, can he remedied, at least tempora­ 
rily, by opening the trachea or wind-pipe 
below the seat of obstruction. 
This opera­ 
tion is called tracheotomy, and the condi­ 
tions calling for it may be a foreign body, 
a tumor, an inflammation of the gristle, or 
the presence of a membrane in the larynx. 
The latter is the condition in diphtheritic 
croup, the disease most often cal ling for this 
operation. Probably 90 per cent, of all tra­ 
cheotomies are made in children and for this 
disease, which so often appears in epidemic 
form. 
In the case of the Crown Prince 
the condition calling for tracheotomy has 
been either a cancerous tumor or an in­ 
flammation of the cartilages of the larynx, 
with thickening of its lining membrane to 
a degree greatly interfering with the free 
entrance of air to the lungs. 
W hich of 
the conditions exists has not been posi­ 
tively determined, although from the opin­ 
ions of Sir Morel Mackenzie and Virchow, 
the disease is probably a pericondritis with 
thickening ulceration of the mucous mem­ 
brane. 
W hatever he the disease, tracheot­ 
omy was indicated to alleviate the most 
pronounced and dangerous symptom, the 
difficulty of breathing. 
W hen made for 
this purpose tracheotomy is not a danger­ 
ous operation, 
indeed, it was known and 
practiced a hundred 
years before the 
Christian era. 
The operation itself will 
not be fatal in more than 10 per cent, of 
cases, and when the fatality is greater it 
depends upon the condition for which the 
operation is made. If, for example, trache­ 
otomy be made for the removal of a for­ 
eign body only 20 per cent, of the cases 
operated upon will die, whereas, when the 
operation is made in cases of diphtheritic 
croup only 30 per cent, recover. 
This fa­ 
tality must he ascribed, not to the opera­ 
tion, hut to the disease, which extends 
down the lungs or kills the patient by af­ 
fecting his blood, in the case of the Crown 
Prince the tracheotomy may he hut a pre­ 
liminary operation, to he eventually fol­ 
lowed by one contemplating the removal 
of more or less of the diseased larynx 
above the tracheotomy wound. 
“ The operation is sufficiently simple in 
the hands of a good surgeon. 
The patient 
is placed upon his hack, with a pillow 
placed under the neck, and antesthetized. 
A fold of skin is raised and transfixed with 
a knife, and a wound from one to two 
inches in length is thus made in the cen­ 
tral line of the neck from the prominent 
portion of the larynx toward the upper 
portion of the breast-plate. 
The knife is 
then laid aside, and with a small pair of 
forceps the soft parts are slowly torn 
asunder until the windpipe is reached. 
The bleeding, which is generally most 
feared, 
can 
be 
entirely 
obviated 
by 
tearing through the soft parts after the 
skin lias been divided. 
When the trachea 
is reached it is opened in the central line 
by an incision half an inch or less in 
length. 
Through 
this incision in the 
trachea a silver, albumen or hard rubber 
tube is inserted, through which the patient 
breathes. 
The operation itself does not 
take long, and usually the tube can be 
placed in the trachea within two minutes 
of the time the cut is first made. 
This 
tube remains in the trachea until the ob­ 
struction to breathing disappears. 
Some­ 
times, in cases of cancer or inflammation 
of the cartilages of the larynx, the tube 
must he worn during the rem ainder of life. 
W here the operation has been made suc­ 
cessfully for the removal of foreign bodies, 
or in cases of diphtheric croup, it can often 
he removed after the lapse of from one day 
to a week.” 
“And what effect will this operation 
have upon the Crown Prince?” 
“The operation is not curative, 
i t will 
probably prolong life, and that is all. 
Here, as in other cases, tracheotomy is 
merely intended to relieve one symptom— 
tne difficulty in breathing.” 
“Has the operation been often performed 
in this city ?” 
“Very frequently, and almost always for 
the relief of croup. 
For this disease the 
operation is a comparatively recent one, 
and has been established partieulary by 
the French physicians, Brettoneau and 
Trousseau, who were the leading lights of 
Paris during the first half of the present 
century. 
There is among the laity an ab­ 
horrence for tracheotomy in croup, because 
fully seventy per cent, died notwithstand- 
the operation. 
W ithout it, however, for 
its more recent substitute, intubation, all 
thus afflicted succumb. In intubation the 
tube is inserted into the larynx through 
the mouth, without an incision. 
This, in 
the ease of the Crown Prince, was in no 
way practicable. 
I do not think he has 
much chance for recovery in case it is ne­ 
cessary to remove the diseased larynx.” 


“ Good a t Review.** 
Simple, straightforward truth will usu­ 
ally stand any test, and well did the sol­ 
dier in the following incident prove the 
truth of what lie said. 
The instance oc­ 
curred in the Revolutionary W ar, when 
the strictest order was enjoined, and each 
army was ever on the watch lest the en­ 
emy should get an advantage. 
One night, near the British camp, not far 
from the river Hsidsou, a H ighland soldier 
was caught creeping stealthily back toliis 
quarters from out of the woods. 
He was 
taken before the commanding officer and 
charged with holding communication with 
the enemy. 
The ease of Major Andre was 
then recent, and no Briton was disposed to 
he merciful toward a suspected friend of 
the Americans. 
The jioor H ighlander pleaded that he 
had only gone into the woods to pray by 
himself. This was his only defense. 
The commanding officer was himself a 
Scotchman and a Presbyterian, but lie felt 
no tenderness for the culprit. 
“ Have you been in the habit, sir, of 
spending hours in private prayer?” he 
asked sternlv. 
“ Yes, sir!” 
“ Then down on your knees and pray 
now I" thundered the officer; “ you never 
before had such need of it.” 
Exjiecting, perhaps, immediate death, 
the soldier knelt and pour* d out his soul 
in a prayer that for aptness and simple, 
expressive eloquence could have been in­ 
spired only by the piety of a Christian. 
“ A on may go,” said the officer, when he 
had done. “ I believe your story. 
If vnu 
had not been often at drill, you couldn’t 
have got on so well at review.” 
The poor soldier had saved his life by 
proving him-elf to have practiced habitual 
communication with God. 


D r. llartm rd on th e M etric System. 
President Barnard presented a paper in 
Columbia College last week on the “ Sys­ 
tem of Metric W eights and Measures;.” 
The paper traced the growth of weights 
and measures from the early periods of 
society, although the beginning of these 
systems is involved in obscurity. 
From a 
1 cubit measure found in a wall of the pyra­ 
mid it is known th at the Egyptians had a 
careful and accurate system in the calcula­ 
tion of distances. 
The pace was stated to 
be one of the earliest measures known, and 


1,000 paces were the established mile. 
The foot originated in Greece and was 
accredited to Hercules, but nearly every 
Greek city had its own foot which varied 
from that of Other cities. 
The average 
length of a human foot is a fraction less 
than ten inches, so th at the foot as a unit 
of measure can hardly be deemed consist­ 
ent witli the name from which it is de­ 
rived. 
The yard comes from the measure­ 
ment of the girth of the body, as the palm 
from the width of the hand, while the 
inch has been introduced with the progress 
of society. 
The paper called attention to the fact 
that the inch, the foot and the yard are re­ 
jected by engineers in their calculations in 
favor of decimal divisions, which are the 
most nearly accurate. 
More than 140,­ 
000,000 o f’the 220,000,000 of European 
populations havo adopted in part or wholly 
the decimal system w ithin forty years. Its 
advantages make it certain that the sys­ 
tem must ultim ately lie adopted by our 
own as well as other civilized nations as a 
m atter of convenience and accuracy, and 
the Government should take steps to meet 
the much-needed reconstructions of our 
systems of weights and measures. 
The 
paper recommended as a first step that the 
IKiuiid and the foot or the gallon might be 
taken a- the unit, and that it he divided 
decimally. 


H isto ry ot th o .M onth. 
In the first ages of Rome, February was 
the last month of the year, and precede 
•January till the Decemviri made an order 
that February should he made the second 
month ot the year, and come after January. 
The mpnths then consisted of twenty-nine 
and thirty days alternately, to correspond 
with the synodic revolution of the moon, 
so that the year contained 354 days; but a 
day was added to make the number odd, 
which was considered more fortunate, and 
the year tiierefure consisted of 355. 
This 
differed from the solar year by ten whole 
days and a fraction. 
To restore the coinci­ 
dence, N uma ordered an intercalary month, 
consisting of twenty-two and twenty-three 
days 
alternately, to he inserted every 
second year between the 23d and 24th of 
February, 
so 
that 
four years 
con­ 
tained 
1,465 
days, 
and 
the 
mean 
length 
of the year was consequently, 
366) 
days. 
Julius 
Ciesar 
abolished 
the use of the lunar year and the inter­ 
calary month, and regulated the civil year 
entirely by the sun. 
H e fixed the mean 
length of the year at 365) days, and de­ 
creed th at every fourth year should have 
366 days, the other years having each 365. 
In leap year February has twenty-nine 
days. 
Its name is derived from the Februa 
or sacrifices offered to the manes of the 
gods at tliis season. 
This month corresponds with the twelfth 
month Mechir, in the old, and the sixth in 
the modern Egyptian calendar; with the 
sixth civil, and the twelfth ecelasiastical 
moon, Adar, of the Hebrews; with the 
sixth month, Schaharir, of the Persians; 
with the sixth moons, Jacathit, Anisheir, 
and Arats, of the Abyssiniaus, Copts, and 
Armenians; with the sixth moons, Dyst- 
rus, Scbastur, and 
Dius, of the Syro- 
Macedonians, Paphians, and B ithvnians; 
with the fifth 
solar month, Sabat, of 
the Syrians; 
with 
the 
ninth 
moon, 
Elaphebolion, 
of the 
A thenians; 
the 
sixth, Xanthieus, ot th e Macedonians; and 
the second, Peritius, of their solar y ea r; 
and with the eighth moons, Sahabeo, and 
Sahaaban, of the Arabic and Turkish cal­ 
endars. 
The Saxons named it Sol month 
(which marks the season ;) and it is called 
Sprokkel month by the Dutch and Ger­ 
mans. 
The French 
Republican 
sixth 
month Ventóse (W indy Month) began the 
19th of February.— Railway News. 


T h e F r e n c h V in ta g e . 
Adolph Houssaye writes from Paris to a 
Chicago paper that “ the wine interests of 
Fraticc are in a bad way. 
The vintage of 
1886 was the poorest in thirty years, both 
in quantify and quality, but tiie’ vintage of 
1887 proves to lie poorer still. 
Those 
whose vineyards have not lieen devastated 
by phylloxera, and who, therefore, have 
good wine, will get very high prices; but 
most wine-growers will have to face serious 
losses. 
The districts that are worse off are 
the Gironde, the Chórente and tiie Cha- 
rante Inferieure. 
As a result of this the balance of the 
foreign 
wine trade is heavily against 
France. 
Instead of selling wine to others 
she has now to buy it for her own use. 
Ten years ago more than 80,000,000 gal­ 
lons were annually exported, while the 
imports scarcely exceeded 5,000,000 gal­ 
lons. 
W hat is the case now? 
Last year 
France sold only 54,000,000 gallons of 
wine, while her purchases amounted to the 
enormous total of 260,000,000 
gallons. 
.She actually imported half as much as she 
made. 
The worst feature of the ease, however, 
pertains not to quantity but to the quality 
of the wine. 
Some 31,000 tons of sugar 
were used last year to fortify the product 
of the wine presses. 
There were during 
the year imported into or manufactured in 
France no less than 120,000,000 gallons of 
a m ixture compounded from raisins, cider 
and the refuse of the wine presses. 
This 
has been doctored and sold as wine. There 
have also been imported some millions of 
gallons of crude spirits, manufactured in 
Germany 
from potatoes and beet-root. 
Tli is is treated with drugs and put upon 
the m arket as pure grape brandy, when it 
really contains not a drop of grape-juice.”

R e a s o n , f o r a R e g i s tr a tio n —B o s U n q u a l­ 
ifie d E le c to r s a r e Q u a lifie d . 
T he follow ing w ell-w ritten article in the 
Y olo M ail, from a correspondent, is appli­ 
cable to this county : 
A s our Board of Supervisors has deem ed 
it necessary to require a registration o f the 
voters of the county, now th at there were 
three things 
th at 
m ade 
it 
necessary, 
nam ely : 
1st, the nam es of the dead; 2d. 
th e nam es of absentees, and 3d. the nam es 
of persons not legally qualified electors 
appearing on th e Great Register ; hence, to 
dispose of the nam es of th e dead and ab ­ 
sentees is a m atter that can be easily dis­ 
posed of in re registration, bu t th e third 
class o f nam es is not so easily disposed of, 
from the lact th at this class of persons have 
perjured them selves already in order to 
get th eir nam es on the register. 
Polilic- 
ally, the people of the State are citizens 
w ho are clecti-rs and citizens who are not 
electors. 
A ll persons born in this State 
and residing w ithin it, except the children 
of transient aliens and oí alien public 
m inisters and consuls, and al! persons born 
w ithin the jurisdiction of the United States 
and are living w ithiu this State, also 


THOSE K Jilts* IN A FOREIGN COUNTRY 
W hose lathers became citizens by n atu ral­ 
ization before they (the children) were 21 
years of age, and those born in a foreign 
co an try of M inisters and Consuls of the 
U nited States, as weil as transient tourists 
w hose residence is in this State, are citizens 
of this State. 
Therefore, we lipve four 
k inds of citizens, viz t 
F irst, n atural born 
citizens; second, citizens by naturalization 
of th e father; third, foreign born citizens 
by citizenship ol the parents, and fourth, 
citizens by n eturalizition. 
In order for 
citizens o f the first class to become elec­ 
tors each and every one m ust m ake an 
affidavit giving, first, his nam e in full ; 
second, his age ; third. State he was born 
in ; fourth, place of residence (w ard or 
precm ct). 
T he second class m ust m ake a 
sim ilar affidavit or deposition reciting all 
th e facts set forth in the first, and in addi­ 
tion thereto his father's nativity, and th at 
his father 


EMIGRATED TO THE UNITED STATES 
A nd becanp a citizen thereof, and th at at 
the tim e of such naturalization, deponent 
was a resident of th e U nited States and 
u n d er the age of 21 years, and th at by 
virtue of his father’s naturalization de­ 
ponent became a citizen o f th e U nited 
Stales. T he citizens of the th ird class 
becom e electors by m aking th e 
sam e 
affidavit as citizens of the first class, and a 
citizens o f the fourth class m ust produce 
his certificate of naturalization, provided 
th a t in case he has lost or m isplaced his 
certificate he m ake an affidavit setting forth 
facts of loss, eic., and state th e place of his 
nativity and the tim e and place of his 
naturalization, provided, however, if such 
naturalized citizen shall have been pre­ 
viously registered as a qualified elector in 
any o f llie counties of the Slate, his nam e 
m ust not be entered by the Clerk unless he 
produces a 


CERTIFICATE OF SUCH REGISTRATION, 
W hich certificate shall be prim a facie evi­ 
dence of his naturalization. C ertainly the 
C lerk and Assessor and Iheir denudes, 
whose sworn duty it is to support the Con­ 
stitution ol the U nited States and the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California and to 
faithfully perform the duties pertaining to 
their offices according to law, will not vio­ 
late Iheir oaths in order to save an alien 
the sum of four or five dollars iu securing 
his naturalization papers; nevertheless, the 
w riter is satisfied from looking up the 
records of past officials in said capacity 
th at such has been the case. 
In one in­ 
stance the record show s that a certain oarly 
was naturalized in M iluaka county, Illinois, 
an d when asked w hether he had ever been 
in the Slate of Illinois, said: “ No, sir; I 
never was in but one State in the U nited 
States^ eafd of the R ocky M ountains, th at 
was New Y ork Slate. 
I crossed th at Slate 
from Canada to New Y ork city and took 
the steam er and cam e around the H orn.” 
T his case show s th at the D eputy Assessor 
took advantage of 


THE ILLITERATE ALIEN 
By filling out an affidavit and having the 
party sign it, thereby m aking him believe 
th at he was naturalized and everything was 
all right, and to-day the w riter believes 
th a t the sam e party referred to believes 
him self legally naturalized, when, as a 
m atter of fact, he lias not com plied with 
any part of the naturalization law s of the 
United States, nor, as a m atter of fact, is he 
a citizen of the U nited States. 
Yet he has 
exercised th e right of suffrage tor a n u m ­ 
ber of years, and has usurped the em olu­ 
m ents ol a public office in this county, 
thereby having laid him self crim inally 
liable, and unknow ingly too. T he offender 
in this case certainly is the officer (D eputy 
A sussor), taken from 
a 
m oral 
stan d ­ 
point, though ignorance is no excuse for 
crim e in tins country of free schools, yet 
the party referred to was born in a country 
w here the right of clergy (or to learn ti» 
read and write) was given onlv to a privil­ 
eged class, w hile others had to rem ain in 
ignorant bliss. 


THE ODJECT OK RE-REGISTRATION, 
A s the w riter understands it, is to place 
the nam es of all legally qualified citizens 
upon I he new Great ilegister and to avoid 
placing th e nam es of those no t legally 
qualified on the register ; and we believe it 
the duty of th e Clerk and his deputies and 
the Assessor and his deputies not to regis­ 
ter any person that cannot fully and en­ 
tirely com ply w ith the law s pertaining to 
registration, and by ail m eans avoid regis­ 
tering aliens who have not had the courage 
and m oral character to becom e citizens 
by naturalization firs', before attem pting to 
become electors. 
Section 1108, Political Code of California, 
reads as follows : " If th e Clerk refuses to 
enter th e n a m e d any qualified elector of 
th e county upon th e G reat Regitser, such 
elector m ay proceed by action in the Supe­ 
rior Court to compel such entry.” 
From 
w hich is inferred a certain discretionary 
pow er th at the Clerk has in registering, es­ 
pecially where th e applicant is 


NOT L EG A LL Y Q U A L IF IE D IN H IS O P IN IO N , 
H e can refuse to enter his nam e upon the 
G reat Register, and if the applicant thinks 
th at he is legally qualified to become an 
elector, he has his rem edy in the Superior 
Court as provided in said" section above re­ 
ferred to. 
A nother instance the w riter thinks it 
stretching the m eaning o f th e law in rela­ 
tion thereto, from which an applicant seeks 
to be adm itted as a citizen and elector. 
T his party claim s th at his father, m any 
years before he was burn, em igrated to the 
U nited States and becam e a citizen of the 
U nited States by naturalization, and after 
living in the U nited States for several years 
returned to Ireland, his native country, and 
there m arried, settled dow n in life', and 
th at he was the issue of th at m arriage, that 
his father and m other live now , and have 
continuously, ever since th eir m arriage, 
lived iu Ireland. 
Q uery : 


IE HK A LEGALLY QUALIFIED VOTER 
O f the U nited States ? and can he become 
an elector by m aking th e sam e deposition 
th at a oitizeu ot the second class m akes in 
order to become au elector o f this State? 
No, certainly he cannot, because of this 
clause iu the deposition referred to, which 
is as follows : 
“ And th at at the tim e of 
such naturalization of his father deponent 
was a resident of the U nited States.” 
The 
applicant could not have resided in the 
U nited States at that tim e, because it was a 
score of years before he was born. 
Yet 
parties have m ade such affidavits, and a 
D eputy Clerk or a Deputy Assessor allowed 
the party to falsely m ake the sam e, know ­ 
in g at the sam e tim e th at the party was 
perjuring him self when he did it. 
1 d o n 't know but w hat m y article is a 
little too severe on deputies, b ut 1 th in k 
that all that bag been said can be substan­ 
tiated by am ple proof.

tries of our country, and consequently have 
m y opinion as to w hat w ould be the effect 
of any change affecting their prices. 
As 
all of m y interests, both m aterial and per- 
s inal. are centered in California and its 
people, it goes w ithout saying th at an y ­ 
thing interesting to th a t State and people 
will have m y earnest attention.” 
Congressman M cK enna said th at he fav­ 
ored all the policies urged. 
Senator Jones 
of Nevada said he was in thorough accord 
w ith the spirit and letter o f th is m em orial, 
and prom ised his best efforts in favor of 
the California fruit-growers. Senator S tan­ 
ford acknowledged the receipt of the m e­ 
m orial, and prom ised to present it in the 
Senate. Senator M itchell sim ply acknow l­ 
edged receipt. 
Professor Bu Id said he had looked very 
thoroughly into the country between Te- 
hachapi and Fresno, but as yet had paid 
very little attention to th e n orthern valleys. 
G enerally he was im pressed with the fact 
th at California stood by itself am ong all 
fruit-raising countriis of the w orld in be­ 
ing able to raise any or all fruits raised 
elsew here in som e ot its m any varied cli­ 
m ates and soil conditions. Professor Budd 
was im pressed w ith the evident adaptabil- 
of large parts of California—-the desert 
iands—to th e varieties of apples, cherries 
and pears th at grow so successfully on the 
steppes of Southeastern Russia. 
Som e o f 
these orchards have from 12 (00 to 24.000 
trees and bear heavily, not w ithstanding 
tne clim atic conditions of th e vast region 
between th e river Volga and the C arpath­ 
ian m ountains. 
A gentlem an in Pom ona 
has tried five Russian varieties and consid­ 
ers them w orth all the Eastern and New 
E ngland apples irees th at he had. T here 
are vast num bers of cherry trees in this 
regicn of Russia. 
A ll th e district boun­ 
daries and roads are bordered w ith cherry 
trt-es. O ur Black T ariarian and Royal Ann 
cherries are the only kinds of cherries of 
w hich we have an y stock. 
W e have hope 
of th e sweet cherries so com m on there. 
Professor Budd m ade an extensive tour ol 
R ussia a few years ago, in the interest of 
Iow a and Canada, and on liis return intro­ 
duced som e 300 varieties of Russian apples, 
40 cherries and 25 pears, ail of w hich have 
since been experim ented w ith. T he D uch­ 
ess of O ldenberg apple is from the Sim- 
bnrsk district. 
It is a type o f these R us­ 
sian apples of w hich there are m any vuri- 
ties of the sam e fam ily. 
T he m ethods of irrigation em ployed in 
the 
Russian 
orchards 
were described. 
W ater is applied in a sort of spout about 
the roots of the trees, and not to an y extent 
on the surface. 
Soil is throw n up about 
the bases of the trees like circus rings, and 
sand filled in about the trees. 
Mr. K lee suggested that A lexander. Red 
A ustralian and other Russian apples are 
already favorites here, but a good late keep­ 
ing apple is one of the great needs. 
Professor Budd said th at the A strachan 
varieties cam e trom the R ussian coast, and 
so lacked the high color and good keeping 
qualities desired. 
T he apples from the in ­ 
terior of Russia keep well, and have large 
size and higti color. 
T he “ A port " variety 
lias proved very satisfactory in the essen­ 
tials nam ed in the Pom ona orchard. In the 
Russian desert region the tem perature in 
w inter drops to 40° below zero, so different 
m ethods of keeping aie necessary. H e saw 
no codling m oths in Russia, but d idsee.a 
kind of ciirculio Ibat ravaged the plum 
crop. 
No woolly aphis was seen in Russia, 
but there was plenty of this pest in Ger­ 
m any. 
As both Messrs. P.lowers, of W oodland, 
and Buck, of Vacaville, w ho were to open 
the “ F ru it Shipping ” discussion, were ab­ 
sent, that topic was pos'poned for consid­ 
eration at the next meeting. 
T he next Fruit-grow ers’ C onvention be­ 
gins at Santa B arbara A pril 8th.
